Test of Synthetic Substitute Provision 


of Harrison Law. 
Action was started in the Federal court 


at New York last Wednesday +-by the 
Farbwerke-Hoechst Company, of which 
H. A. Metz is president, against John Z. 
Lowe, Jr., collector of Internal Revenue 
for the New York district, to recover one 
dollar taxes, with ‘interest, from June 
9 last. This suit is the outcome of the 


payment by the plaintiff of the one-dollar 
tax under a ruling by the Commissionet 
of Internal Revenue on April 26, 1915, with 
the approval of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, known as Treasury Decision 
2194, directing mamufacturers and deal- 
ers in any artificial substance or prep- 
aration which is or might be used as a 
substitute for cocaine, alpha or beta 


eucaine, or any of their salts, te register 
with the Collector of Internal Revenue 
as under the Harrison anti-narcotic law. 
As manufacturer and dealer in certain 


chemical compounds, including novocain, 
orthoform, anaesthesen and _ holocain, 
plaintiff alleged that under the compulsion 
ot the Treasury Department's ruling and 
fearful of imecurring criminal prosecu- 
tion for penalties, it registered with the 
defendant on June 9, 1915, and paid under 
protest the special revenue tax of one 
dollar. 

The Farbwerke-Hoechst Company de- 
clared that the products above enumer- 
ated were non-habit-forming, local anaes- 
thesia agents, being distinctive com- 
pounds, not related chemically to either 
opium or coca leaves, and were not any 
compound, manufacture, salt, derivative 
or preparation thereof. It was alleged 
that the products did not contain cocaine 
or alpha or beta eucaine or any of their 
salts, nor were any synthetic substitute. 

The plaintiff stated it had appealed to 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
from what was alleged to be the er- 
roneous, illegal and wrongful collection 
of the tax, but on October 13, 1915, the 
commissioner decided adversely. The 
purpose of the action is solely to test the 
right of the internal collector of 
enue to classify novocain, orthoform, 
anaesthesen and holocain, as _ artificial 
substitutes of habit-forming drugs, as de- 
tinea in the Harrison law, the procedure 
for the recovery of the tax being the pre- 
scribed method.

Druggists Oppose Bill to Abridge 
Pharmacy Board’s Powers. 


Determined opposition has developed 
among New York city druggists to the 
bills which have recently been  intro- 
duced into the New York State Legisla- 
ture by State Senator Hamilton and As- 
semblyman Fertig and which are known 


as the Hamilton-Fertig bill. seeking to 
deprive the New York State Board of 
-Eharmacy of most of its present powers 
of supervising and regulating the prac- 
tice of pharmacy in this State and to 


invest these powers in the State Commis- 
sioner of Health. These companion 
measures, which are known as State 
Senate bill 254 and Assembly bill 252, have 





been referred to the Committees on Pub- 
lic Heaith of both houses of the State 
Legislature. It is hoped by the local 


pharmacists that both these measures will 
be withdrawn by their introducers, in 
response to urgent requests which are to 
be inade by representatives of the drug- 
gists of the State who are now eager to 
do everything possible to prevent these 
bills from being reported favorably by 
their respective committees. Special ob- 
jection is found in the provisions of these 
measures which attempt to confer upon 
the State Health Department the power to 
fix standards of drugs. 

The New York Pharmaceutical Con- 
ference, representing all the pharmaceu- 
tical organizations in Greater New York. 
held a special meeting on February 4 for 
the purpose of devising ways and means 
of fighting the Hamilton-Fertig bill. Real- 
izing that most effectual pressure could 
probably be brought to bear upon the 
introducers of this measure by having 
their own constituents make direct ap- 
peals to them, the members of the con- 


ference voted to request a committee of 
the Bronx Pharmaceutical Association to 
ask Senator Hamilton and Assemblyman 


Fertig, both of whom represent Bronx 
districts in the Legislature, to  with- 
draw their bills as soon as possible. 

If this request on the nart of the Bronx 
delegation of pharmacists fails to bring 
about the desired result the New. York 
Pharinaceutical Conference is planning to 


oppose the passage of the bill in the Leg- 
islature under the direction of the Com- 
mittee on Legislation of the New York 
State Pharmaceutical Association. 

At the latest monthly meeting of the 
Kings County Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion, held last Tuesday afternoon, Feb- 
ruary 8 that organization placed itself 
on record as unqualifiedly antagonistic 
to this measure and the members voted 
to instruct its Legislative Committee to 
fight the enactment of the biil. They 
alse adonted the following resolution op- 


posing the measure:- 

Resolved. That the Kings County Pharmaceu- 
tical Society earnestly protest against the pas 
sage of the companion bills introduced bv Sen- 


ator Hamilton (Senate Bill No. 254) and As- 
semblyman Fertig (Assembly Bill No. 352), en- 
titled an act to amend the public hea'th law 
relative to the practice of pharmacy. The bills 
interfere with some of the most important 
functions of the New York State Board of 
Pharmacy, the members of which are prac- 


tical. re 





istered pharmacists who are apnointed 
by the State Board of Regents, while there is 
no such representation of the profession of 
pharmacy in the State Board of Health. The 
Hamilton-Fertig bill does not directly amend 
the State pharmacy law and its passage would 
duplicate existing statues and at the same time 





destrov the present concentrated contro’ and 
supervision of pharmacy by the State board. 
The vharmacist would thereby he placed un- 


der the orders and supervision of two separate 
State departments, and unable to determine 
which authority to obey. The result would he 
chaos and ultimate destruction of the splendid 


discipline now existing in the profession of 
pharmacy in this State 

We especially protest against any legislation 
that would confer upon any department of 
health the power to fix standards of drugs as is 
specifically provided in lines 23 and 24, on 


page 2, of the Hamilton-Fertig bill. This work 
of standardization is embodied in the United 
States Pharmacopeia and is the result of con- 
tinuous research and study by scientific men. 
It must not, therefore, be permitted to be- 


come subject to the discretion or eaprice of any 
political apnointes 





The Hamilton-Fertig bill is a defective and 
improperly drawn measure without anything to 
commend it to either the pharmacist or physi- 
cian or to the public, and we call upon the 
Senators and Assemblymen of Kings county to 
use every effort to defeat its passage. 

State Commissioner of Health Briggs 
says that he has had no hand in propos- 
ing the suggested transfer of the State 
Pharmacy Boaid’s powers to his office 
and -department and decries any and all 
efforts which may be made in that direc- 
tion through the Hamilton-Fertig bill. 





Directors of Paint Jobbers’ Associ- 
ation to Hold Meeting. 


President W. A. Alpers of the National 
Association of Paint Jobbers has called 
a special meeting of the Board of Di- 
rectors to be held at the Hotel Statler, 
Cleveland, today. Secretary E. R. Drake 
of the association has issued the fol- 
lowing notice:— 

Trade conditions make it necessary for 
the consideration of many things at this 
time—market conditions of commodities 
which ordinarily are classed as ‘‘staples”’ 
and on which prices only change spas- 
modically, have been fluctuating to such 
a degree that it is difficult to determine 
from day to day what the value of them 
will be a week hence. In order to study 
the conditions of raw material, labor and 
selling cost, the subject will be thorough- 


ly discussed in order that the members 
of the Jobbers’ Association can receive 
the very iatest information on the sub- 
ject. In addition to the paint line, the 
varnish subject is now one which is quite 
important and members of the Paint 
Jobbers’ Association should not be sur- 
prised to learn of an advance in all 


classes of varnish at any day—this par- 
ticulariy refers to standard lines of trade- 
marked goods of national reputation, also 
enamels, flat wall paints, etc. There can 
be no question about the expediency of 
this move because all raw materials have 
showed a decided advance and it is im- 
possible to continue selling on the old 
basis. 

A membership campaign is now 
way and will be one of the important 
subjects discussed. Uppermost im the 
minds of the Board of Directors is the 
time and place for holding our next an- 
nual convention. A consensus of opinion 
already has been received from the Board 
of Directors as to the time and place of 
meeting, but no definite action will be 
taken until the Cleveland meeting. 

The various standing committees of the 
Paint Jobbers’ Association have been 
most active this winter issuing reports 
to its members almost weekly. This has 
proven to be of exceptional value to its 
members and is sufticiently valuable for 
the members to consider their annual dues 
as nothing compared with the benefits 
they received. These subjects will all 
be discussed at the special directors’ 
mecting on the 14th inst., and it is ex- 
pected that at its conclusion an_ inter- 
esting report will be made.

Dyestuffs and Explosives Industries. 


Washington, Feb. U1, 1916. 

Kmbodied in the matters filed with the 
Ways and Means Committee in connec- 
tion with the hearing on the Hill bill to 
establish the manufacture of dyestuffs is 
an important statement prepared by Dr. 
Charles L. Parsons, Chief Chemist of the 
Bureau of Mines. 
_ The importance of this statement rests 
in the fact that it emphasizes the close 
connection between national safety and 
efficiency and the plan for encouraging 
a domestic dyestuffs industry. It is 
shown by Dr. Parsons that companies en- 
gaged in the production of explosives for 
foreign account are practically in the 
position of being obliged to conduct their 
business on the basis of scrapping their 
plants when the war closes. Among 
other things, Dr. Parsons said:— 

The great difficulty which the ammunition 





plants of this country have had to meet during 
the past year in order to supply the demands 


made upon them has been the procuring of 
Sufficient sulphuric acid and nitric acid to 
carry on their work. It is at present even 


more difficult to secure necessary supplies of 
these two acids than it is to supply benzol and 


toluol. However, the heavy chemical indus- 
try of the country has greatly expanded in 
response to the demands upon it, and prob- 
ably at least 1,000,000 tons more of sulphuric 
acid was made in this country in 1915 than 
in the previous year. The production of nitric 
acid has also increased to a previously un- 
dreamed-of figure. 

The basis of nitric acid in this country is 
now svlely the sodium nitrate known as Chile 
saltpeter, imported from Chile. The ammonia 
obtained from ammonium sulphate can now be 
commercially oxidized to nitric acid, and the 
ammonia produced in the by-product coke 
works would help to supply a large amount of 
this absolutely essential chemical if for any 
reason the Chile deposits should be no longer 
available. 

Since the explosive and dyestuff plants re 
quire essentially the same raw material, the 
same chemicals, and to a large extent the 
same apparatus for sulphation and nitration, 
it is a simple matter to convert any dyestuff 
plant into a foundation for an explosive indus 
try such as we have at present largely devel 
oped in this country, and, conversely, an ex 
plosives industry can be turned with compara 
tive ease into a dyestuff industry, if the price 
of dyestuffs is sufficient to warrant the change 
The dependence of the textile industry on a 
home dyestuff industry’ has already been point- 
ed out and need not be enlarged upon by me 

All of these industries with the exception of 
the textile industry are now on a boom basis 
and it is my opinion that this committee 
should carefully view the future. When the 
war is over, the output of explosives will of 
necessity decrease to a small fraction of the 
present figures. With a decrease in the ex 
plosives industry will come a_ corresponding 
decrease in the manufacture of sulphuric acid

Oil and Phosphate Conservation Bill. 
Washington, Feb. il, 191 

The Committee on Public Lands of the 
Senate is giving consideration at present 
to the general conservation bill, so- 
called, viz., the leasing measure which 
has passed the House (H. R. 6) to pro 
vide for the disposition of oil, gas, phos- 
phate, coal lands, etc. The other issues 
thus far raised in the committee have 
been orught up by representatives of 
California and Wyoming oil operators 
who are asking relief from the burdens 
imposed upon them in consequence of 
the decision of the Supreme Court of 
the United States upholding the validity 
of executive orders by President Taft 
withdrawing oil lands from the public 
iand area 

There have appeared before the com- 
mittte former Governor Gillett and pres- 
ent State officials of California and a 


number of representatives of the oil op- 
erators in that State. Their contention 
is that some consideration should be 
given to operators who went on the lands 


and developed oil production before the 
lands were withdrawn by executive or- 
der, and, also, relief for oil operators 


who went on these lands after the execu- 


tive orders issued under the belief, sus- 
tained by legal opinion and court de- 
cisions in California, that the executive 


orders were invalid, and that it required 
a later decision by the Supreme Court of 
the United States to determine that ques- 
tion, which was favorable to the validity 
of the order. 

There is also being discussed in con- 
nection with this oil-leasing bill a propo- 
sition, generally indorsed by Western 


men connected with the development of 
coal, vil and phosphate fields, that the 
leasing proposition embraced in the con- 
servation policy is unwise and _ calcu- 
lated to prevent development in these 
fields and to curtail the resources and 
well-being of the States in which these 
valuable lands are located. The people 
taking this view are telling the com- 
mittee that it is better to sell outright 
these lands to encourage their develop- 
ment and bring in greater oil produc- 
tion, also to give the States the right of 
taxation and the revenues which they 
so much need, 

Statements have been made before the 
committee by Senator Walsh of Mon- 


tana, who appears on behalf of the gen- 





eral Western interests in the develop- 
ment of these oil and other fields, that 
ihere is a tremendous interest at the 
present time in prospective oil produc- 
tion in Northern Wyoming and Mon- 
tana. He says that a number of valu- 
able wells have recently been brought 


in, that there is very extensive prospect- 
ing gcing on throughout Montana, with 
indications favorable to a marked in- 
crease in oil production through that 
part of the country. Distinctive from 
most ot the Western men who are op- 
posing the leasing policy, Senator Walsh 
favors the leasing plan as applied to oil 


and other lands as being better suited 
to conditions existing in the West. 

It probably will not be determined 
until the committee has given full con- 
sideration to it, what changes, if any, 
shall be made in the bill as it passed 
the House. The present disposition, 


however, is to take care of the oil oper- 
ators in California and Wyoming who 
are asking for relief by separate legis- 
tT crn rather than in the general leasing 
ill.

A stronger tone was imparted to the 
lead pigments this week by reason of 
further advances in the asking price 
of pig lead. No quotable changes were 
made in the case of white lead, but 
both red lead and litharge are higher. 
Linseed oi] also was very strong, al- 
though seed values have fallen from 
the high levels reperted a short time 
ago. Cake and other factors, however, 
have been unfavorable for lower prices 
of oil, and under this influence crush- 
ergs marked quotations up. Other paint- 


making oils also are very firm and 
China wood oil is hard to obtain in 
large quantities on spot. Dry colors 
hold the strong position as noted a 
week ago, and with raw materials 
going higher, no relief is in sight for 
many of the colors. sichromates, 
prussiates, copper sulphate and, in 
fact, practically everything in the 
chemical list which enters into the 
various branches of the paint trade 
are steadily advancing in price. 
Naphthas are in harmony with the 
almost general upward price move- 


ment and a higher schedule of values 
was operative this week. Casein is 
nominal at present and stocks are too 
small to admit of anything like normal 
trading. Linseed oil putty is holding 
at recent advances. Barytes com- 
mands good prices, especially for ex- 
port. Window glass is in an excellent 
position, and with producers’ sold 
ahead there is a steadiness in prices 
which has been lacking in recent years. 
A review of the linseed oil and nava! 
stores markets will be found on pages 
21 and 23, respectively. On page 12 
there is a complete report on the flax- 
seed situation. A report on alcohol 
will be found under the drug market. 
Comment on the important items in 
the paint trade follows:— 


LEAD, ZINC AND PIGMENTS. 


PIG LEAD.—The metal market was 
featured during the interval by an ad- 
vance of $3 per ton in pig lead. This 
makes the quotation 6.25c. per pound at 
New York, and St. Louis quotes 6.17%c. 
per pound. The rise in price was gen- 
erally expected as there was a strong 
tone at the close a week ago. This 
makes four separate advances in price 
since the first of the year and current 
price of 6.25c. compares with 5.50c., 
Which was the quotation in the be- 
ginning of January. Lead ore is held 


at $80@82 per ton at Joplin. 
WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
ATE).—Naturally the firmer market 


for pig lead had a strengthening effect 
on the pigments, but to date this has 
not been followed by any rise in the 
asking price for basic carbonate. On 
round lots corroders are quoting 7c. 
per pound and smaller lots command 
the usual premiums over this figure. 
Lead in oil is also holding at the levels 
quoted a week ago, which are 8c. per 
pound and upwards, according to 
quantity. 

WHITE LEAD @QBASIC SULPHATE). 


-This pigment moves in harmony 
with basic carbonate, and while 
the market may be construed as 


stronger at the close than at the begin- 
ning of the week, this was not appar- 
ent in any difference in the prices 
openly quoted by leading sellers. On 
round lots the inside price is main- 
tained at 6%c. per pound, but pro- 
spective changes favor higher rather 
than lower prices. 

RED LEAD.—Additlonal strength 
has been given to the market for red 
lead recently, not only because of the 
higher costs of production as repre- 
sented by rises in pig lead, but also be- 
cause of the heavy inquiry which has 
developed for export. Stocks of red 
lead in sellers’ hands are said to have 
been reduced by the good demand from 
buyers both domestic and foreign, and 
this material therefore was in a posi- 
tion to respond more quickly to fluctu- 
ations in the metal market. The low- 
est price now quoted for red lead is 
8c. per pound, and this applies to large 
quantities for the dry material. Red 
lead in oil is held at 8%c. per pound to 
buyers of large lots, and smaller quan- 


tities are higher, according as the 
amount decreases in volume. 
LITHARGE.—Higher prices have 


been asked this week for litharge, and 
the best price obtainable was 7%c, per 


pound; this was the quotation for 
round lots. Small lot business is re- 
ported to be unimportant, as demand 


is coming from manufacturing trades 
and the amounts desired run to large 
quantities. The market was firm at 
the advance and stocks of this mate- 
rial are said to be comparatively small. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—Sellers of 
orange mineral were keeping 10c. per 
pound as their quotation throughout 
the interval. Trading is going along 
in a auiet way, but demand is said to 
be well up to normal, and with offer- 
ings of foreign material smaller than 
usual, the benefit has been felt by do- 
mestic producers. 


SPELTER.—Under the 
the London market, prices for spelter 
were firmer this week, and late in the 
period the price at St. Louis was given 
at 20%c. per pound for prompt ship- 
ment. Demand for spelter is good and 
with stocks sold ahead to considerable 
extent and the foreign outlet expected 
to take care of large amounts, the 
position of the market is well estab- 
lished. Zinc ore is quoted at $95@118 
per ton at Joplin. 

ZINCS.—Contract deliveries are tak- 
ing the bulk of the domestic output of 
zine oxide into consumption and spot 
business is not large. Spot trading is 
restricted because most of the consum- 
ers are covered on contracts and also 
because of the fact that sellers have 
but little to offer. First hands are 
not eager for new accounts, as they 
apportioned their stocks when accept- 
ing contracts, and on this occasion 
some buyers who have entered the 
market have been unable to obtain 
supplies unless they dealt through 
second hands, and in that case they 
had to pay whatever prices were asked, 
and sales are said to have gone 
through at 17@18e. per pound. This 
refers to ordinary American process 
zine oxide. Leading producers say that 
consumers who took supplies in the 
past have been able to obtain their 
usual quotas and even beyond what 
they ordinarily bought, as their re- 
quirements would be expected to in- 


influences of 


erease with the expansion of their 
business. Production of zine oxide in 
this country is reported to have in- 


creased and present output is said to 
be larger than ever before. This was 
rendered necessary because many con- 
sumers increased their orders this 
year. Some reports have been circu- 
lated to the effect that the metal] or- 
dinarily used in the manufacture of 
zine oxide was being used in other di- 
rections, but this is denied, although 
it is admitted that larger returns might 
be secured by cutting down production 
of the oxide. 
DRY COLORS. 
BLACKS. 

The only feature to the market for 
blacks is the high position of prices, 
and this applies to practically every- 
thing in the list. The quotation for 
the various grades was well main- 
tained during the interval and sellers 
are holding prices at:—3%@7c. per 
pound for bone black; 6@12c. per pound 
for drop black; 0@lic. per pound for 
domestic grades of ivory black; 18@ 
24c, per pound for foreign ivory black: 
10@12c. per pound for carbon gas 
black; 11@14c. per pound for grinders’ 
grade of lampblack; $18@25 per ton for 
mineral black. 

BLUES. 


The potash blues are still firmer as 
a result of the week's trading with the 
situation growing more complicated, 
and some reports this week stated that 
no offers of yellow prussiate of pot- 
ash in large lots could be found and 
the same applies to prussiate of soda, 
which has been used extensively since 
the potash variety went to abnormal 
figures. The situation in these ma- 
terials is likely to have strengthening 
effect on the finished colors, and in any 
event it is difficult to see where any 
relief is to come from. Prices for 
Prussian blue are given at $1.50@1.80 
per pound. Some milori came jnto the 
market during the week, but stocks 
are small and no open price is quoted. 
Chinese blue is held at $1.70@2 per 
pound. Soluble blue is at the same 
level, but all these selections are nom- 
inal when large lots are considered. 
Ultramarine blues vary in price ac- 
cording to grade, with 8@32c. per 
pound quoted.

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Narcotic Drug Amendment Ruling. 


REQUIREMENT OF INDICATION OF CON- 
TENT OF PREPARATIONS ON OFFICIAL 
ORDER FORMS EXTENDED TO MAY, 
1916. 

Washington, Feb. ll, 1916. 

The slight modifications made _ in 
Treasury decision 2244 by the Treasury 
Department upon the application of the 
committee representing the National Drug 
Trade Conference were announced yester- 
day in a new decision (T. D. 2292), amend- 
ing the first paragraph of Treasury deci- 
sion 2244 requiring the narcotic content of 
preparations or remedies to be indicated 
on official order forms. 

The substantial gain made for the trade 
in this change is in the extension of the 
time for the ruling to become effective to 
May 1, i916, and in modifying the original 
decision to the extent of allowing official 
liquid or solid preparations not to be indi- 
cated on order forms, provided their offi- 
cial character is designated by “U. S. P.”’ 
or “N, F.”’ The full text of the decision 
given out today under date of January 31 
as approved by Secretary McAdoo is as 
follows:— 

In entering items calling for narcotic prep- 
arations or remedies on the order forms issued 
by the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, in 
accordance with the provisions of section 2 of 
the act of December 17, 1914, the quantity of 
narcotic drug to the fluid or avoidupois ounce 
should be indicated thereon, or, if ordered. in 
tablet or pill form, the total number of tab- 
lets or pills, and the quantity of narcotic drug 
in grains or fractions thereof contained in a 
tablet or pill, must be stated. The narcotic 
content of official liquid or solid preparations 
or remedies need not be indicated on order 
forms provided their official cha cter is des- 
ignated by “U. S&S. P.”’ or “‘N. F.’ The law 
s not permit the use of official narcotic 
order forms for any other purpose than to 
obtain narcotic drugs coming within its scope, 











and in ordering physician's medicine cases, 
buggy case hypodermic cases and similar ar- 
ticles, the official order form should be used 








only for the narcotic drugs, or preparations 
and remedies containing such drugs, which, 
however, may be attached to and forwarded 
with the order for the desired article The 
ordering of a narcotic preparation or rem- 
edy in a manner which does not clearly indi- 
cate the kind and quantity of narcotic drug 
contained therein, or that it is a ‘‘U. S. P.”’ 
or “N. F."’ preparation or remedy, cannot 
be permitted, 

The enforcement of this ruling will become 
effective May 1, 1916, in order to enable man- 
ufacturers and other dealers to acquaint their 
customers with its provisions. Until that date 
narcotic orders received by manufacturers and 





dealers, which call for complex preparations 
or remedies, the formula for which is not 
well known to the purchaser, should have the 
quantity of narcotic drug to the fluid or 
avoirdups ounce, or in an ounce of tablets 
or pills, added in red ink to the order form to 





distinguish it from the original order, the 
manufacturer or dealer immediately notifying 
the purchaser to make a corresponding addi- 
tion on the duplicate order retained by him. 
The issues raised with respect to Treas- 
ury decision 2213 regarding the exemption 
of physicians’ prescriptions for minimum 
quantities is still under consideration be-

pointed at a general conference held 
about a year ago to consider the glass 
standard types for rosin with the expec- 


tation that such committee would exercise 
its influence in bringing about an agree- 
ment among the representatives of the 
naval stores interests generally, not only 
with respect to the adoption of the stand- 
ard types as submitted by the Bureau 
of Chemistry, but also as to any legis- 
lation that might be asked of Congress to 
legalize these standards and make them 
enforcable under government regulations 
As the sitvation now stan1s the commit 
tee, of which Colonel Carson is head, has 
prepared a tentative bill for submission 
in Congress and another bill has been 
prepared under the direction of the Na- 
tional Paint, Oil and Varnish Associa- 
tion, intended to cover the same objects 
and purposes, So far as the government 
officials are advised there are no irre- 
concilable differences between the bill pre- 
pared by the Naval Stores Committee and 
by the National Paint, Oil and Varnish 
Assoc iation. It is expected that the meet-

naval stores interests will be able to ad- 
just these differences and agree upon a 
bill which the naval stores interests can’

that they do not take part in the prep- 
aration of legislation beyond acting at 
the request of any general interests, such 
as those pertaining to naval stores, and 
the part which these officials would have 
in the.matter would be to report the 
views of the department with respect to 
any bill which a commitee of Congress 
would submit to the department for ad- 
vice and suggestions relative thereto, The 
officials would be in readiness to appear 
before any committee in Congress which 
shall invite them to appear to give ex 
pressions of opinion relative to a pending 
measure before such committee. 

The understanding in the department 
is that if an agreement shall be reached 
by the committee representing the naval 
stores interests on February 17 and de- 
termine whether another conference of 
the general naval stores interests shall 
be desirable, presumably the committee 
will at that time call such general con- 
ference.

Caddo Oil Land Decision Expected. 
Washington, Feb. 11, 1916. 

Within a very few days the expectation 
is that a decision will be rendered by Sec- 
retary of Interior Lane in what is regard- 
ed as the most important case involving 
oil lands in the United States and, con- 
sidering the amount of property involved 
or estimated value of property, probably 
the most important case ever considered 


in the executive departments of the gov- 
ernment, reaching into perhaps $100,000,000 


or more of actual valuation This case in- 
volves the application of John B. King 
and others for the urvey of certain 
lands in Northern Louisiana claimed by 
the State of Louisiana, and now under 
lease by the Caddo Levee distriet of Loui 
sana to the Gulf Refining Company of 
that Staie. 3 

There is absolutely no definite informa 
tion as to th value of the lands or the oil 
within them that is involved in this case 
but it is said that the Gulf Refining Com- 
pany has thirty wells within the area in 
controversy and that large sums are annu- 
ally paid by the company as royalties to 
the State through the levee board, 

The controversy relates to the oil field 
under what is called Ferry Lake, some- 
times called Caddo Lake. This is a shal- 
low stretch of water filled with dead trees 
and logs which resulted, as is claimed, 
from a large jam of logs many years ago, 
diverting a small stream, called Cypress 
fJayou, to overflow and destroy the sur- 
rounding forest. The question in the case 
is whether the area belongs to the United 


States or the State of Louisiana, 
Upon the determination of the 
whether the lands involved are the prop- 
erty of the United States or the State of 
Louisiana depends the rights of the State 
or the adverse claims of King and others,

der the placer mine laws and applied to 
the general land office for a survey. 
Thereupon the State as claimant leased

Several months ago the Commissioner of 
the General Land Office decided that th 


lands in question were United States land 
and ordered a survey. The State of Louis- 
jana took up the matter with the Secre- 
tary of the Interior Secretary Lane 
ordered a survey and full investigation 
by government experts. As an illustra- 


tion of the amount of time and labor that 
has been expended in preparing data for 
the information of the Secretary in order

and other branches of the government 
were sent there to make investigations to 
determine among other things the origin 
of so-called Ferry Lake. This investiga- 
tion required about a year, and as a re- 
sult the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office again decided that it was 
United States land. This decision by the 
commissioner is now before tl Secretary, 
ind his decision thereon is expected 
within a short time. 


It is said by those who are familiar with 


the issues involved in this case that there 
is but one fundamental controling ques- 
tion of law in the case and all other ques- 
tions turn on that one. This question is 
whether a submerged forest became the 
Ploperty of the State of Louisiana when 
it entered the Union as a navigable body 
of water. The State claims the are he- 
cause as it is alleged river boats at one 
time passed through there some forty 
years ago following the channels of a 
stream that had originally run through 
the forests. The Federal Government, on 
the other hand, asserts that this condi-

Friday Noon, Feb. 11, 1916. 
LINSEED OIL. 
Some members of the trade have ex- 
pected lower prices for oil in view of 
the fact that there has been a consider- 


able break in seed prices at Duluth and 
Winnipeg in recent weeks. In contrast 
with this expectation oil values were 
firmer this week and 74c. was the figure 
generally quoted at the close of the 
week. Crushers say that the decline in 
seed prices had but little bearing on oil 
since the latter did not follow domestic 
seed markets when they went to high 
and consequently oil has been selling 
below the the parity of seed as rep- 
resented by the Duluth quotation. Oi! 
prices were based more on Argentine 
values, and the latter have been hold- 
ing rather steady. Higher prices for 
oil this week were partly brought about 
by lower quotations for cake and by 
uncertainty regarding future prospects 
for this material. Demand for cake 
was quiet during the week and futures 
were in a nominal position, as buyers 
were not interested and sellers do not 
care to take on orders for distant posi- 
tions until they get a better line on 
what the market for cake will be. Spo. 
prices hold good on delivery over the 
next sixty or ninety days, but beyond 
that no free quotations are given. 
Cash seed at Duluth closed at $2.32% 
last Saturday and on Tuesday the close 
was $2.25%. On Thursday the market 
closed at $2.30%4. Receipts of seed wer: 
small and trading was within narrow 
limits. The Buenos Aires’ market 
changed very little during the week, but 
offers of Argentine seed delivered at 
New York are said to be made at about 
30c. per bushel under the cash price at 
Duluth, but this means delivery at New 
York probably not before two months 
Europe has been a good buyer of Argen 
tine seed and shipments are large con- 
sidering the scarcity of tonnage. India 
seed is not much of a factor in consum- 
ing markets, as it cannot be moved in 
large quantities. Stocks must be large 
and a new crop will soon be ready for 
cutting. No arrivals of foreign seed 
were noted at the local market this 
week, but considerable stocks are on the 
way and very large amounts are said to 
be held waiting tonnage. Reports in

Linseed Cake and Meal. 


The outlook for cake is reported as 
very unfavorable. Large shipments 
have been made from New York re- 
cently, but this consisted of stock 
which had been held here waiting ship- 
ment and does not represent recent 
sales. At present there is a lack of 
cargo room for shipping cake, and in 
addition, shipments cannot be made 
except under permission from the Brit- 
ish Government. One of the largest 
handlers of cake in this market says 
there is no price for cake because no 
business is being done. A nominal 
price of about $36 per ton is given as 
a fair estimate of the market value, 
but if any seller should try to dispose 
of large holdings it is doubtful if that 
price could be realized, assuming that 
arrangements for shipping could be 
made 


COTTONSEED OIL. 


Steady buying of March oil in the 
face of limited offerings resulted in a 
sharp advance in the price of that po- 
sition. In fact the strength of March 
had a tendency to harden all the other 
shipments, and closing prices averaged 
a fair net advance for the general 
market. The buying of March has 
been of a persistent character, and it 
appeared as though shorts were scared 
and eager to even their accounts. The 
anxiety at this relatively early date 
has caused comment and _ opinions 
differ as to the ultimate result these 
early operations will have on the fu- 
ture course of the market. According 
to reports, the upward movement of 
March has inspired new speculative 
buying of the other forward months 
as the premium commanded by March 
over the futures has made the May 
and July, as well as the August and 
September, options look attractive. 
Consuming demand is said to have 
been temporarily restricted by the 
enhanced values, but dealers assert 
that a steady movement on outstand-

Greene 
county was the reported scene of a 50- 
barre] well of high gravity oil. The 
best strikes in Southeastern Ohio were 


two 50-barrel wells in Perry county, 
both in Jackson township. 

Estill county continues the featur- 
ing development of Kentucky. Late 


wells have been of lighter capacity, 
but a pool of considerable extension is 
believed to have been established. One 
of the advantages is the shallow for- 
mation, but three days as a rule being 
required to make a completion. A late 
strike in Indian Creek, Knox county, 
several miles from the old Richland 
pool, has encouraged further test work 


in the district. The week’s results in 
the Lima fields of Northwestern Ohio 
and Indiana were without notable in- 
terest. A heavy loss is shown in the 
Ohio end, although the average of 
Wood county completions was much 
higher. Despite a loss in completions

Operations in mid-continent field 
have been materially checked by un- 
favorable weather conditions.

The re- 
port that the leading pipe line company 
of the field expected to discontinue its 
pipe line quotations is declared to be 
without foundation, and the policy of 
the company will be maintained along 
its usual lines, which have been usual- 
ly satisfactory. The leading de velop- 
ment of the week has been the favor- 
able outcome of deeper drilling in the

EASTERN PETROLEUM FIELDS. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., Feb. 10, 1916. 


A review of the high grade petroleum 
fields east of the Mississippi River, compris- 
ing Southern New York, Pennsylvania, West 
Virginia, Southeastern, Central and North- 
western Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Kentucky 
and Tennessee, for the week shows a lull in 
drilling operations, due mostly to weather 
corditions. In many of the fields’ the 
weather has been almost too cold to drill 
with success and in other sections the roads 
are in such poor condition that it is almost 


impossible to move drilling rigs machinery 
and other thirgs needed in drilling wells 
over them. Not in years has the industry 


been in such a good shape as at this time, 
and with an advancing market even the 
small well territory will be drilled. There 
are no fields in sight at this time capable 
of breeking the market and just as long as 
those conditions stand the crude product at 
the wells will bring long prices. The scar- 
city of gasoline is one of the factors in the 
rapid advance of the crude product and 
with all the daily production of crude oil, 
there is not enough to furnish the needed 
supply of gasoline for the consumers. The 
rapid development of the Wyoming fields 
may help out to some extent, as the oil in 
that field cont@ins a high per cent, of gaso- 
line, Owing ‘to. the newness of the field and 
the heavy Bas found in the fields. The gas 
wells,found at Byron, in that State, if util- 
ized’ for casinghead gasoline, would mean 
an additional supply, and the gas is of a 
superior grade to some found in the old 
fields where the pressure has died down 
from producing for so many years. Oils 
found near large gas @Ceposits are always 
better for the making of gasoline, and the 
older the ofl wells grow the less per cent. 
of gasoline found in the crude. 

Considereble development work is to be 
done in many parts of Kentucky the com- 
ing summer. At this time the two most 
active sections are located at Irvine, in 
Estill county, and in the Scottsville field, in 
Allen county. Both these pools have be- 
come prominent during the past few weeks. 
Leasing has been done the past few weeks 
over more than fifty counties in Kentucky, 
which will be more or less tested out dur- 


ing the coming summer season. No large 
fields are expected, but other fields are prob- 
able like those at Irvine and _ Scottsville, 
where small anticlines are found, mostly in 
shallow sands and inexpensive to develop. 
The southern section of Indiana is in about 
the same Shape and should show some pro- 
ductive territory in the near future. Small 
congested pools are the ones that will be 
found in the vicinity of the Ohio River. 
Tennessee is not very inviting at this time, 
especially in the Oneida end of Scott county, 
as all late finished wells were dry hoies. 
Western Illinois is another spot where noth- 
ing but small pools can be looked for, but 
they may prove very productive and well 
worth the drilling, as was the two pools 
developed in McDonough county. The wells 
were not large, but average about 25 Dar- 
rels each, and the oil was found at soie- 
thing like 500 feet deep. In the Lima fields 
of Northwestern Ohio there is but one pay 
sand to draw from and that is the Trenton 
limestone, the source of all the oil that has 
ever been produced in that section of the 
State. This producing formation is known 
to have great thickness, as deep holes 
drilled has shown better than 1,000 feet of 
Trenton. In the early days of the field the 
wells were only drilled a hundred feet in 
this formation, but now oii igs being found 
as deep down as from 200 to 409 feet in 
the same formation. The Trenton  lime- 
stone fields cover a larger area of territory 
than any single known field in the country 


and the varying in depth is light in any 
section of the field, which is close to a hun- 
dred miles long, northeast and southwest, 


by close to fifty miles wide without a break, 


which makes it one large continuous pool, 
and Eastern Indiana is also a part of the 
same fieid, although the two are not direct- 
ly connected together. 
Pennsylvania Fields. 

In the old Pennsylvania-Southern Naw 
York fields the work of drilling is so scat- 
tered that it looks as though nothing was 


being done, but there is quite a number of 
wells being sunk in different sections of the 


State. The latest find of importance is a 
well drilled by the Carnegie Gas Company 
on the J. 8S. Watson tract, located in the 
Mount Morris district, in Greene county, 


and on Bates Fork. This well is above the 
average well of the field, and is holding at 
50 barrels a day, the oi! being of a very 
high gravity of 49% degrees, and high in 
quantity of gasoline products. This well 
being located about two miles in advance 
to the north of the old Fonner pool, makes 
the intervening territory look as though it 
would well pay to drill it. In the same sec- 
tion of the field, Rush & Mann drilled a dry 
hole on the Mrs. W, H. Fonner tract. The 
Oiive Oil and Gas Company’s No, 10, on the 
J. B. Sickensmith tract, pumped about three 
barrels of ofl a day. 

In Beaver county, Georgetown district, the 
New Cumberland Oil Company’s test on the 
Brown & Co.’s tract pumped five barrels. 
In the Hanover district, the Twin Oaks Oil 
Company's No. on the Buchannan tract, 
Was dry. 

In Allegheny county, Dorseyville district, 
the Rushville Oil Company’s Nos. and 3, 
on the Seibert tract, are both dry holes, In 
the Pine Creek district, the Pittsburgh Oil 
and Gas Company’s test on the John Peher 
tract drilled in a duster. 

In Butler county quite a little work is 
being done in the Evans City pool, and in 
other parts of the county. The Wildwood 
Oil Company’s test on the Hilliard tract, in 
the Evans City pool, pumps 25 barrels a day. 
In the Harmony Thompson

district, J. W. 
& Co.'s test on the Elmer Enslen tract is a 
fair sized gas we!l, 


Quite a little work is being done in the 
Evans City field, in Butler county, and old 
wells that have been idle for a period have 
been put to pumping. Several new drilling 
wells are starting up at the edges of the 
pool and others adjacent to Evans City and 
around Harmony, 


West Virginia. 


For many years the large producing com- 
panies have made it a plan to ho!d a large 
amount of territory for reserve drilling in 
West Virginia, but those days are past and 
the trade is now satisfied to develop any 
small congested pool. There is no territory 
now being held in reserve, even by the gas 
companies. There is still an abundance of 
undrilled territory in several of the pro- 
ducing counties, but the wells are small and 
the excessive cost of development work 
makes them almost prohibitive to any but 
the large ‘companies. This kind of territory 
is found in Roane and Lincoln counties. In 
Lincoln county it meang an outlay of several 
thousand dollars to drill a well and a little 


more in Roane county, as the scarcity of 
railroads makes the expense of delivering 
material much higher. The only really 


promising pool now in sight is that in the 
Cabin Creek district, but the fact that this 
territory is about all held by the Columbus 
Producing Company there will not be much 
activity outside of that company alone. 
Work is gradually working toward the ex- 
treme southwestern part of the State, where 
the Berea sand is knewn to produce some 
oil across on the Kentucky side and there 
is hope of connecting the fields of the two 
States in some manner. There is more work 
under way in Harrison county than for a 
long period and otber counties are falling 
in line. Old producing limits are attracting 
more attention where small wells are found, 
The shailow sand fields during the winter 
months always show the greater activity on 
account of the cold weather, which is some- 
thing out of the ordinary for that country. 

In Ritehie county, Murphy district, the 
Imperial Oil and Gas Products Company's 
No. 3, on the Keith tract, is producing 150 
barrels a day. The Southern Oi] Company’s 
test on the Grant Layfield tract, between 
Elm and Addis Run, while good sand was 
found, it contained neither oil or gas. This 
well is a purely wildcat venture and located 
on a large tract of land that will be well 
worth the further development. 

In Monongalia county. Grant district, the 
Hope Gas Company’s No. 3, on the Kerns 
tract, on Indian Creek, is a fine gas well. 
In the Battelle district, the Fairmont Gas 
Company drilled its test on the Lemasters 
tract, on Scott Run, to a depth of 3,286 feet, 
and no oil, but found a gas pay. sand. In 
the Clay district, the Hope Gas Company’s 
second test on the Tennant tract pumped 
15 barrels, 


In Doddridge county, Greenbrief district, 
the Hope Gas Company shot its No. 3, on 
the Dennison tract, and the well produced 
175 barrels. 

In the McCleiland district, the Carnegie 
Gas Company’s test on the Shrader tract, 
on Coon Creek, pumped 25 barrels, 

In Wood county, Union district, the. South 
Penn Company’s No, 13, Hendershot tract, 
pumped 20 barrels. 

In Roane county, Walton district, the 
Hamilton Oil Company’s test on the Hively 
tract, on MeKeown’s Creek, produced 35 
barrels. In the Spencer district, the Depau 
Gas Company’s No, 3, on the Wines tract, 
on Miller’s Run, is a big gas well. In Wet- 


zel county, Church district, the Carnegie 
Gas Company’s No. 1, Stewart tract, and 
No, 2, Sale tract, both on Long Drain Run,

The effect of 
the weather on field operations was shown in 
the December report of wells drilled. There 
were 315 fewer completions in January than 
in December, due, it may be said, wholly to 
bad roads and cold weather. Only 798 wells 


were drilled in January, when undoubtedly over 























1,200 would have been drilled under favorable 
conditions. But in spite of these drawbacks, 
a surprising amount of new production has 
been developed in the Cushing district the 
past ten days as a result of drilling old wells 
down to the Tucker sand It is believed by 
some operators 10,000 barrels a day has ac- 
tually been added to the output of Cushing. 
Healdion is getting a few fine wells, but a 
great deal of the production of that field is 
still into storage with the idea the 
market going In some quarters, 
however, it is str velieved the market 
has about, if not thed its height. It 

argued the la was the result of 
pipe line compe n 1 not in response to 
natural lav It w he recalled that two 
or three years ago, wh the pr jumped up 
to $1.05, it did » arbitrar d not in re- 
sponse to actual field conit That was 
as high as the mar went It may he that 
history is again tself At any rate 
prominent pipe think supply and de- 
mand are now about equa if we take inte 
consideration the amount of crude going into 
storage. If this is true and weather condi 
tions make it possible soon to resume drilling 
operations, the question of premiums will 


quickly take care of themselves, and the mar- 
ket will become settled, for there will be a 
scampering the moment it is demonstrated 
beyond a doubt that production is overcoming 
demand. It ig a well-known fact in this field 
that depressions have always been of much 
greater duration than periods of prosperity, 
and the operator is not going to long take 
chances of losing his possible profit. 

So far the threatened discontinuance of pipe 
ine quotations has not taken place. The long 
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established policy of the Prairie Oil and Gas 
Company has been conservative and very reli- 
able. That estimate is borne out by a state- 
ment issued by the company touching recent 
rumors. The statement reads:— 

“The Prairie Oil and Gas Company has at 
all times since it has been in business paid 
to each one of its patrons the same price for 
the same kind of oil under like circumstances, 
This will be the policy of the company in the 
future, and no person dealing with the Prairie 
Oil and Gas Company has ever had cause, or 
will ever have cause, to suspicion that by 
means of dummy companies, friendly associates 


or in any other manner, they are being dis- 
criminated against in the prices paid by the 
Prairie Oi] and Gas Company for their oil. 
It is the policy of this company to treat all 
of its patrons exactly alike. It always pays 
the same price to every one, and when its 


markets are not adequate to take care of the 
entire production of its patrons, it has always 
without partiality distributed its markets and 
marketing facilities among its customers on a 
percentage basis.’ 
The statement is true, and it is because of 
its unfaltering and consistent policy, its uni- 
form fairness and absence of any disposition 
to “get even’’ that the producer has _ been 
able to count exactly in advance what its 
treatment by the Prairie would be. So, unless 
something new turns up, it looks as if the 
storm had blown over and that the Prairie 
will continue its pipe line quotations as in 
the past. Of course, there is this new ele- 
ment. The Prairie Pipe Line Company may 
think it necessary for it to meet competition. 
There is a general feeling that conditions are 
steadying down and that the force of the recent 
flurry has been spent. The mystery is what 
keeps up the demand in the dead of winter, 
and an unusually severe winter at that. The 
sales to jobbers have been exceptionally strong 
this winter. The only explanation seems to 
be that the motor car has become an all-year 
necessity. 


Operations in Kansas. 


If one is to judge by reports of contractors, 
the next few months will witness a big in- 
crease in drilling operations in the Kansas 
end of the mid-continent field, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that there was a decrease of 
almost 100 per cent. in the amount of work 
done in January, as compared with Decem- 
ber. There were only 156 wells drilled in 
January. The slump was accounted for by the 
fact that winter weather prevailed throughout 
the month, the ground being covered with a 
mantle of snow nearly the entire period. Not- 
withstanding the fact that attention ig riveted 
on operations in Butler county, where the 
Augusta and Eldorado pools are being devel- 
oped, almost 50 per cent. of the wells drilled 
in January were in old Montgomery county; 
that is, of the 156 completions 68 of them 
were around Independence, 33 were in Chau- 


tauqua county, and only ten wells were com- 
pleted in Butler county. Yet these ten wells 
were credited with practically as much pro- 


duction as the 68 wells in Montgomery county 
or the 33 wells in Chautauqua county. By 
spring the probabilities are more work will be 
done in Kansas than was ever done in the 
Sunflower State before. At the present time 
there are about 250 rigs and drilling wells in 
the State Contractors say they have all the 
work they can possibly do planned for a year 
ahead. So the indications are 1916 will be the 
banner year in the history of Kansas oil. 
Same excellent wells are being found in 
Miami county. With only eleven wells com- 
pleted in that county in January new produc- 
tion was created of approximately 500 barrels. 
rhe wells in Miami county hold up exceedingly 
strong. A lease with thirteen wells with none 


under a year old -is still making 75 barrels 
a day 

At the present time leases are being taken 
in almost every direction from the established 
fields. It begins to look as if farmers all over 
the State will be able to lease their land this 
year. Just now Fort Scott, Ottawa, Council 
Grove, Manhattan, Wichita, Larned and a 
seore of other towns are feeling the thrills 
of a possible oil boom. Ohio operators have 
been taking up acreage in Bourbon, Lynn, 
Allen and Anderson counties. It is believed 
there is a break in the Mississippi line north- 
east from Bronson, where oil production is 
possible. It is a long stretch from Bronson 
to Larned, about 260 miles due east and west,

Nothing of special importance has been re- 
ported from the Augusta-Pldorado field since 
the last report. The Hanes wel! in 8-28-4, 
three-quarters of a mile north of the Cosden 

Akin test, is reported a failure at 2,610 feet. 
There is a possibility of oil being found at a 
greater depth, but the test has given that part 
of the field a black eye, and it does not look 
as if the pool would develop in that direction. 
The Wichita Natural Gas Companys’ No. 5 
on the Cunningham and No. 5 on the Varner 
in 16-22-4 are due to be drilled in this week. 
They will probably both be good producers. 
In this field, as in other parts of Kansas and 
Oklahoma, work is greatly retarded by weather 
conditions and there is no immediate prospect 
of improvement 

At Cedarvale, in Chautauqua county, Miller 
Brothers are starting a test in 18-35-8. They 
are also starting a test in 6-35-8, The west- 
ern part of Chautauque county will be pretty 
thoroughly tested this summer with a view 
to connecting up the Chautauqua pool with de- 
velopment in Cowley county. Chautauqua 
county stood second in the amount of new 
production developed in January. Some very 
good wells are being found. Montgomery 
county promises to hold its position as leader 
in new work, as it has done since the begin- 
ning of the Kansas fleld. A few years ago A. 
P. McBride, who was responsible to a very 
large extent for opening up the mid-continent 
development, stated that he believed there was 
not a section of land in Montgomery county 
on which oil and gas would not be found in 
paying quantities. It now begins to look as 
if his prediction would be verified. John A. 
Bell, Jr., has just drilled in his No, 25 on 
the Hester farm in 22-34-15, Tyro district, 
and has a small producer. This is in the shal- 
lowest production in the county. Holdings in 
this vicinity recently have brought good prices, 
The wells, while starting off small, hold up 
their output very satisfactorily. 

There is not very much work being done in 
Neosho county at this time. Only nine wells 
were drilled last month. In fact, there is 
more work in the old Allen county district and 
in Franklin county than in the once famous 
Neosho district, 

In the Rantoul, Franklin county, district W. 
H. Lewis has just completed his test on the 





Veidecker farm in 16-17-23 and has a 20-bar- 
rel producer. 

In spite of the weather and notwithstanding 
the difficullty in getting supplies, the Prairie 
Pipe Line Company has received its pipe for 
its Neodesha-Augusta line and the same has 
been strung and work on laying the line has 
begun. Taking conditions into consideration 
this has been exceptionally quick work. 


In the Blackwell District. 


Blackwell, which gave the greatest promise 
of developing into a prolific pool when the 
change in producing conditions came a few 
months ago, is as much of a mystery as it 
ever was, It seems almvust impossible to get 
wells finally completed in this district. It is 
the deepest territory in the mid-continent re- 
gion and the hardest to drill. Nothing has 
happened to change conditions since the Heber- 
ling well came in a failure about ten days ago. 
There are thirty wells drilling over this so- 
called field, and the opinion ot the leaders in 
the business has been that it would develop 
into a prolific pool, but many are beginnihg 
now to doubt this prophecy. The sand, be- 
sides being deep and drilling expensive, is 
very erratic and unreliable. It is the same 
story that was written in the last paragraph 
of the account of Ponca City and also of New 
kirk. Kay county, up to this writing, has 
been a very uncertain proposition. The en- 
tire pool at Ponca was only a few locations 
wide and less than two miles long, but what 
there was of it was Al. 


In the Shallow Sand District. 


In spite of the fact that the shallow sand 
side of the Cherokee has been ‘‘under the 
drill’ for twelve years and thousands of wells 
have been drilled in that famous district, there 
is still room for many more tests, and the 
probabilities are that many excellent fortunes 
Will be made there in the future. Even in 
the midst of developed portions of the dis- 
trict there are still leases with only two or 
three wells upon which many more sure loca- 
tions are to be drilled. So it would seem that 
the possibilities are that there will be field 
work all over this territory for years yet to 
come. Sill, O’Connor and associates have 
drilled their first test on the Mary Batt farm 
and have a 35-barre] well. ‘This is in 23-26- 
15. The Parks Oil Company reports a_ 60- 
barrel producer in its No. 13 on the A. G. 
Phillips farm, 21-24-17, and S. T. Mallory has 
a 70-barreler in No, 20 Stewart, 22-24-17. 
There is a bunch of new wells in this neigh- 
borhood completed the past two weeks that 
are good for 10 to 30 barrels. 


In the Muskogee-Okmulgee District. 


This is one of the most interesting and most 
proposing districts in the whole southern field. 
There is more keen-edged manipulation and 
more good prospects, with better wells, than 
anywhere else in Oklahoma outside of Cushing 
and Healdton. The Cole Pool, Boynton, Stone 
Bluff are all really unproven, What may 
be developed in outside drilling remains yet 
to be seen. That the territory is quite treach- 
erous and the pay streaks narrow and un- 
even only enhances the possibility of rich 
spots where least expected. The search for 
these rich spots, however, will make a good 
many fellows sweat blood. The Reynolds ini- 
tial test on the Jefferson in 29-14-15, as an il- 
lustration, has been abandoned as a failure. 
On the other hand, Frank Ufer’s first test 
offsetting the Ufer-Galbraith well, in 5-16-15, 
Stone Bluff, is in and is good for 800 barrel: 
a day, not quite so large as other wells 
that pool, yet a very handsome actor. B 
the Cosden test along the railroad track in 
section 5 bas not yet found the pay and may 





be dry in the Stone Bluff stratum, in which 
case it will be drilled for a lower pay If 
deeper sand should be found it would give a 


new zest to operations in this vicinity. 
Braden & Goble have completed their No. 3 on 
their Colbert farm lease, in 5-16-15, and it 
is making 1,500 barrels a da The Fay 
Drilling Company ought to have its test on the 
Naney Taylor farm in 20-16-15 in within the 
next few days. 

There is much interest in the 
opment and the air is fuller of reports that 
holes so far seem to be with oil. Yet there 
are fine possibilities in that part of the field 
W. B. Pine seems to have gotten a really good 
one in his test on the Franklin farm, in 36-15- 
15. At 1,435 feet he has what looks like a 
200-barrel producer, It seems to have a gcood 
deal of gas back of it, as it made eight flows 
the first day. Better wells there are quite pos- 
sible. The Dalso Oil Company has completed 
its No. 12 Davis, 10-14-15, Cole pooi, and it 
is good for 5O barrels. Its No. 2 George 
Smith, same section, is also a good well. 

In the Mounds district the Producers’ test in 
16-16-12 has been abandoned at 2,580 feet as 
a failure. In %3-16-12 the Eastern Oil Com- 
pany is drilling an important test which 
should be in today and which is expected to 
encounter the Carter sand and make a good 
producer. Quite a number of completions 
have been reported in the Bald Hill district 
but no big wells have been enumerated 

The New York Oil Company has a 150-bar- 
rel well in 14-14-16. Tt is the company’s 
third venture on that lease, which is duly 
eredited to the Boynton district. In this vi- 
cinity Mosier et al., the Oklahoma Producing 
Company, Caney River Gas Company, Reyn- 
olds & Burns, Carter Oil Company, Winemille; 
& Co. and others are now drilling. 


In the Cushing District. 


As a resuit of drilling deeper wells in the 
old Cushing field, a fine lot of new produc- 
tion has been brought in from the Tucker 
sand. There is no doubt but the output of 
Cushing is 10,000 barrels a day better than 
it was two weeks ago Besides this, some 
very good wells have been reported in other 
parts of the field. Some excellent producers 
are coming in down in the Fox spur. Tne 
Samoset Petroleum Company is also getting 
a number of good wells in the river beds. 
Its No. 6 was a 150-barreler, No. 7 200 bs 
rels and No. 8 200 barrels; that means

It is estimated the 
Hill Oil and Gas Company alone has a pro- 
duction of 500,000,009 cubic feet of gas a 
day. The Oklahoma Natural Gas Company, 
the Roxanna Petroleum Company, B. B.

Company and others have been drilling in 
an unusual number of 20,090,009 to 35,.000- 
000-foot wells. The only question is how 
long the supply will hold up.

Field Notes. 

Alfred Benjamin, a prominent oil broker 
of London, has been in this field the past 
week looking after his interests and trying 
to provide for a supply of gasoline and 
kerosene.

It has always been the 
history of natural gas that it is almost im- 
possible to get a sufficient supply through 
the lines in very cold weather, whether the 
consumer is near the wells and the well 
supply is adequate or not. 

Frank Cullinan, brother of Joseph Cul- 
linan, formerly at the head of the Texas 
company, who is general superintendent of 
the North Texas division of the Producers’ 
Oil Company (producing branch of the 
Texas company) is reported to be «lated for 
the position of general superintendent of 
the Producers’ Off Company tn Oklahoma, 
succeeding John FE. Black, of ‘Tulsa, for 
many years occupying that position, and 
who has resigned. Mr. Cullinan has been 
in Tulsa the past week looking over the 
field, 

F. D. Mizener has purchased of O'Brien & 
Holtsclaw a lease of 410 acres im 29-18-15, 
Broken Arrow district, on which there are 
two wells and 65 barrels a day production, 
for a consideration said to be about $25,000. 
It ought to be a good buy in view of the 
Stone Bluff development and the possibility 
of the two pools merging. 

In spite of all the talk about the Standard 
Oil Company cornering the crude supply in 
the mid-continent field by buying up the 
oil in storage, the fact remains that every- 
body who wished to do so had the same 
opportunity if he had the cash. WLast week 
a number of tanks of oil at Cushing went 
begging for 2 purchaser. Of course, the 
price was high. But for that matter the 
price of the oil bought by the Standard was 
considered high when the sales were made 
and no one but Standard people had the 
courage for a while to buy. But if you will 
iook over the list of storage owners in the 
Cushing field you will find that others be- 
sides the Standard have been buying. Cos- 
den & Co. bought a lot of crude in storage, 
taking over eighteen 55,000-barrel tanks at 
one time from the Quaker Oil and Gas 
Compary. Those refining companies that 
have had the capital and the foresight to 
buy crude are the ones who are now mak- 
ing larze profits. The Pierce Oil Corpora- 
tion, another independent concern, pur- 
ehased five tanks from the Oklahoma Oil 
Company and five from C. B, Shaffer, There 
were some fine opportunities to make big 
money a few months ago in crude oll in the 
Cushing field. Millions of barrels of crude 
were held in storage by independent pro- 
ducers, who were vainly striving to. sell the 
same. Millions of barrels could have been 
bought for 59 cents a barrel and sold today 
at $1.75 to $2 a barrel. But most of it went 
to Standard interests 

This is a very quiet time !n the Cherokee;

Oil Men Want Adequate Bureau. 


The Oklahoma Oil Men’s Association want 
Congress to make adequate appropriation 
for the proper maintenance of the Bureau 
of Mines. They think it was a joke that 
when Congress recently demanded an in- 
vestigation of the gasoline industry it was 
necessary to go out to the gasoline manu- 
facturers for information about themselves. 
The Bureau of Mines has been doing a good 
work and it has given the oil industry 
much assistance, curtailing losses and con- 
serving supply; its good work should not 
suffer for want of sufficient funds. The 
Oklahoma Oil Men’s Association adopted the 
following resolution :— 

Whereas, Petroleum has become one of 
the greatest industries in the United States; 
and 

Whereas, The products of petroleum have 
become an absolute and daily necessity in 
almost every avenue of industrial enter- 
prise, as well as In the social and domestic 
life of the people; and 

Whereas, Horse-power generated by pe- 
troleum and its products is more than twice 
as great as all other horse-power in the 
United States combined; and 

Whereas, The stability and welfare of this 
industry is very largely dependent upon ac- 
curate knowledge concerning it and the at- 
titude of legislative and executive govern- 
mental departments toward it; and 

Whereas, The recent order of Congress for 
an investigation of the gasoline industry 
has demonstrated an utter dearth and ab- 
sence of reliable statistical information in 
Federal departments at Washington; and 

Whereas, The statistics furnished by the 
government are not reliable and satisfacto 
because of insufficient funds and equipmen 
to gather the same; 

Now, therefore be it resolved by the Ok- 
lahoma Oil Men’s Association. embracing 
chiefiy those engaged in the marketing of 
petroleum and its products, but also petro- 
leum manufacturers, feeling the need of a@ 
bureau of complete, reliable and instant 
statistical! information covering all branches 
of the oil industry, that we petition the 
Honorable Secretary of the Interior and the 
Congress of the United States to make im- 
mediate provision through the Petroleum 
Department of the Bureau of Mines, or 
such other department as may be deemed 
feasible, for the collection of data covering 
the number of wells drilled, location, log, 
production statistics and total amount of 
products made and manufactured from time 
to time, and that such information shall be 
for the xzeneral use of the public. 

Be it further resolved, That it is the sense 
of this association that Congress shall pro- 
vide in its conservation program that a0c- 
curate information should be kept concern- 
ing every well drilled for the purpose of 
developing petroleum in the United States, 
and that the log of such wells should be 
for the use of al] persons who wish in the 
future to study the formation, in the con- 
servation of our natural resources, where 
such wells have be: drilled, whether such 
drilled holes have succeeded in finding any 
valuable products whatever in paying quan- 
tities. 

Be it further resolved, That a copy of this 
resolution be sent to representatives at 
Washington with a request that they use 
their influence for the creation of a petro- 
leum bureau in keeping with the needs, 
Importance and dignity of this great and 
growing industry.

With a further falling off in the buy- 
ing operations of the pharmaceutical 
interests, and an expansion of the pro- 
duction of crude grades of this com- 
modity in this country, some Eastern 
distillers have lowered their prices for 
the chemically pure grade to 5ic. in 
drums and 52c. in cans. Most of the 
Western distillers, however, continue 
to hold out for a minimum of 52c. in 
drums and 53c. in cans. 

A fair demand is still noted for the 
dynamite grade, and domestic makers 
continue to hold their output firmly 
at 50c. in most instances. though oc- 
easionally offering at 49c. Though 
foreign supplies of crude grades are 
still virtually unobtainable, because 
of the British and French em- 
bargoes, and the impossibility of get- 
ting such goods out of Germany, do- 
mestic production of these descriptions 
is reaching larger proportions daily, in 
consequence of the constantly extend- 
ing industry of extracting the soaplye 
grade from lard, tallow, cottonseed oil 
and other relatively cheap vegetable 
oils. Soaplye is still being quoted at 
35c., naked, in car lots, for the 80 per 
cent. description; saponification at 39c., 
naked, in car load lots, for the 88 per 
cent. variety; candle crude, at 40c., in 
ear load lots, and 30 degrees yellow 
distilled at 50c. A distinctly easier 
undertone is noted for all the crude 
grades, however, and concessions from 
present figures are generally looked 
for.

Paris, Jan. 21, 1916. 

The glycerine market in this center has con- 
tinued very quiet within the interval, as the 
demand for saponification goods has been ar- 
rested of late, following a rapid drop of prices 
to 200 francs per 100 kilos, naked, while it is 
no longer possible to find any buyers of this 
article at prices above 175 francs, naked, at 
which figure the latest noteworthy transac- 
tion was effected. 

On the other hand, soaplye glycerine, which 
bas not declined like saponification, is being 
firmly held at 155 to 157.50 francs per 100 
kilos, with few sellers apparent. 


Bill to Encourage Natural Chemical 


Resources. 


Washington, Feb. 11, 1916. 

A bill which recently was introduced in 
the House, intended to aid in the devel- 
opment of the natural resources of this 
country that are used for chemical prod- 
ucts, has been introduced in the Senate 
by Senator O’Gorman, of New York (S. 
4369). An appropration is contained in the 
bill and the text of the measure is as 
follows:— 


Be it enacted, etc., That an exhibit be ar- 
ranged and displayed by the Department of 
Commerce at the second national exposition of 
chemical industries, to be held in September,

Philadelphia Petroleum Exports. 


Philadelphia, Feb. 10, 1916. 


Exports of petroleum in cargo lots from 
this port during the past week comprised 
that of the British steamship Spiraea for 
Manchester, with 500,000 gallons of refined 
petroleum, 500,000 gallons of lubricating 
oil, and 300,000 gallons of gas oil, valued 
in all at $93,000. This brings the total for 
the year thus far up to 10,192,370 gallons, 
while during the same period in 1915 the 
total bulk exports were 19,609,026 gallons. 

The following vessels are either loading 
or are under charter to load cargoes of 
oil here for foreign ports:—Eldrid, for 
Scandinavia, with a barrel cargo; Maru, 
of Korea, with 1,500,000 gallons in cases; 
steamers Kasbek, Lux and Platuria, with 
bulk eargoes for Continental ports; 
Margo with 12,000 cases, Nordfarer with 
18,000 cases, Metropolis with 12,000 cases, 
Storegut with 14,000 barrels, Sandvigen 
with 12,000 cases, Wasdale with 12,000 
eases, all for ports in the United King- 


dom, and the schooner Frederic A. Dug- 
gan, with 5,000 barrels for the Bay of 
Biscay. 


During the month of January there were 
brought into the port of Philadelphia 
from coastwise ports eleven cargoes of 
oil, aggregating 392,000 barrels, while dur- 
ing the same period the imports from 
foreign ports totaled three cargoes, aggre- 
gating 7,510,000 gallons.

The full text of the elaborate report 
made by Secretary Lane, of the Interior 
Department, in response to the resolution 
recentiy passed by the United States Sen- 
ate making a series of inquiries into the 
gasoline situation, cannot but be of great 
interest to the oil trade in general, and to 
both producers and consumers of gaso- 
line The report has not yet been printed 
for circulation but its details covering so 
much as will be of prime interest to the 
trades are given below, including the in- 
quiries contained in the McCumber reso- 
lution and the specific answers made to 
each question appearing thereafter. 

In a note accompanying the report the 
statement is made that “gasoline is a 
commercial term with no fixed meaning, 
and as used in these answers includes 
naphthas and other lighter petroleum 
products.”” It is also stated that through- 
out the report both as to crude oil and 
gasoline the term given for barrels means 
42 gallons. The first questions propounded 
in the McCumber resolution with the an- 
swers thereto are as follows:— 

1. THE TOTAL AMOUNT OF GASOLINE

There are no exact figures available for 
gasoline consumption. An indication of 
the domestic consumption may be found 
by deducting the amount exported from 
the amount produced. This fails, how- 
ever, in so far as it does not take into 
consideration changes in gasoline stocks 
from year to year. It is conservatively 
estimated that there was an excess of 
2,000,000 barrels of gasoline stocks in stor- 
age January 1, 1915, which are reported as 
practically exhausted on January 1, 1916.

Following this part of the report ap- 


pears two questions regarding the several 
fields of production of crude oil, the 
amount produced in each field, and the 
prevailing wholesale price of crude oil in 
each year of production during the period 
from 1899 down to the present time. These 
Statistics while of value have been pretty 
thoroughly covered in the regular reports 
during the past fifteen years as to both 
production and prices. Following these 
statistics the report makes the following 
comment as to the different fields:— 

“The petroeum produced in these major 
fields differs in physical and chemical 
character, and the types of petroleum 
found in the different districts of a single 
field may show wide variations. There- 
fore purchasing agencies classify the out- 
put of each field according to grade and 
quote prices thereon. The average yearly 
prices recorded in the foregoing table are 
the weighted average of current quotations 
for all types of oil marketed from the 
field during the year specified. Hence, the 
table gives little indication of the range 
im prices affecting the oil output of the 
different districts of that field over the 
same period. The prices quoted for the 
various grades of oil produced within the 
= fields will be given in tables which fol- 
ow. 

“The oil produced in the Appalachian

“Pennsylvania and Tioma grade includes 
all the oil produced in New York and the 
bulk of that produced in the other States 
of the Appalachian field exclusive of Ken- 
tucky. Mercer Black applies to a heavy- 
gravity, dark-colored crude oil produced 
in Mercer county, Pa.; New Castle to a 
somewhat similar type of oil produced 
near New Castle, Monroe county, Ohio; 
Corning applies to a type of oil produced 
mainly in Perry county, Ohio; Wooster 
grade is produced in the Wooster field, 
Wayne county, Ohio; Cabell grade is pro- 
duced in Lincoln and Cabell counties, 
West Virginia. Most of the oil produced 
in Kentucky is classed as Somerset grade, 
only a small quantity from a single pool 
in Bath and Rowam counties being classed 
as Ragland grade.’’

6. WHAT NEW FIELDS HAVE BEEN DE- 


VELOPED DURING SAID PERIOD, AND 
THE PRODUCTION OF SUCH NEW 
FIELDS? 

With the exception of the Appalachian 
field, the Lima-Indiana field, and the Col- 
orado field, all of the oil fields described 
in answer to question 3 have had their 
major development since the beginning 
of 1900. 

In certain pools relatively minor devel- 
opments had, up to 1899, inclusive, resulted 
in a total yield of 6,000 barrels in the 
Illinois field, of 450,000 barrels in the mid- 
continent (Kansas and Oklahoma) field, 
of 1,280,000 barrels in the North Texas 
field, of less than 2,500 barrels in the Gulf 
field, and of 23,000 barrels in the Wyoming 
field.

The new uses of gasoline and kerosene 
(coal oil) are of comparatively minor im- 
portance. The consumption of gasoline 
has been due to the tremendous growth 
f oil uses. 

The principal uses of gasoline today are 
ag follows 

(a) Automobiles, motor boats, motor 
cycles, and air craft. 


(b) Stationary internal combustion en- 
gines. 
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(c) Tractors and other portable units.

None of these uses have yet reached a 
stage where their future can be accurately 
furecasted. 

The increase in the use of heavier fuel 
oils for steam purposes on railroads, in 
the naval and merchant marine service, 
and in individual plants, has developed on 
a large scale during this period. Between 
186 and 1912 the consumption of fuel oil 
by rairoads alone in the United States 
increased more than 100 per cent.

(ce) The depletion of gasoline stocks due 
to increased domestic and export de- 
mands. On January 1, 1915, refiners had 
stocks of gasoline in storage amounting 
to at least 2,000,000 barrels. Inquiry today 
indicates that there is little gasoline in 
storage. 

(d) Decreased production of crude con- 
taining a large percentage of gasoline, as 
in the Cushing pool of Oklahoma, the 
daily production of which declined from 
more than 300,000 barrels in April, 1915, to 
less than 100,000 barrels in January, 1916 
The decline of the Cushing pool was par- 
tially compensated for by an increased 
production of crude from other pools, the 
gasoline content of which production, 
however, was from 5 to 7 per cent. less 
than that of the Cushing crude. 

The stocks of Cushing crude, while from 
10,000,000 to 15,000,000 barrels larger at the 
end of 1915 than at the beginning of that 
year, reached their maximum in July. 
This surplus is now being drawn on to 
supply the shortage represented by the 
difference between daily production and 
existing transportation and refining capac- 
ity, and thus until exhausted this sur- 
plus tends to steady the oil market. These 
stocks, however, are controlled by the 
stronger companies, and have been with- 
drawn from the open market Thus, 
while there is a market shortage of Cush- 
ing crude, which is directly responsible 
for some of the independent refiners pay- 
ing a premium of from 20 to 50 cents a 
barrel above the quoted market price, 
other companies have not exhausted their 
1915 surplus of Cushing crude. Since these 
larger companies have in fact larger 
stocks than a year ago, it follows that 
with them the shortage of gasoline-rich 
crude is at most only threatened and to 
the extent that these companies are using 
their 1915 surplus, the threatened shortage 
is not yet a factor in increasing the cost 
of gasoline production. 

(e) Increase in the price of crude oil. 
For study and comparison the price of 
Pennsylvania grade crude at the well and 
the price of gasoline in steel barrels in 
New York are taken as typical and fair 
indexes of conditions throughout the 
country, perhaps excepting California. 
For the last three and one-half years 
(July 1, 1912, to Jan. 1, 1916), considered by 
six months periods, the price of crude 
and the price cf gasoline have risen and 
fallen at the same time, but not always 
in the same amount. Until the ist of last 
July the percentage of fluctuation of the 
price of crude was considerably greater 
than that of gasoline, but since that date 
the percentage rise in gasoline has been 
slightly more rapid than that of crude. 
This latter relation is more clearly shown 
by considering the prices month by month 
for the year 1915. During the month of 
January the price of gasoline dropped, 
while the price of crude was rising; dur- 
ing March and April gasoline remained 
siationary while crude was falling; during 
July gasoline remained stationary while 
crude was rising rapidly, and since 
August 1 gasoline has gone up relatively 
faster than crude, its rapid rise being un- 
interrupted by the stationary price of 
crude during November. These facts are

(f.) Financial influences.—The recent 
rapid ‘increases in the prices of crude oil 
and gasoline have been accompanied by 
rapid increases in the market quotations 
of oil company shares. The market of the 
capital stock of thirty-eight corporations 
ot which thirty-five are in the Standard 
Oil group and three are typical large in- 
dependent companies, have increased re- 
markably in the last six months. The 
stocks of other oil companies probably 
show a similar rise, but thé quotations 
ire not at hand. The thirty-eight com- 
panies selected are believed to represent 
all phases of the oil industry. These rapid 
increases might be ascribed to the general 
condition of prosperity and the general 
upward trend of the stock market but 
for the fact that during the last quartei 
of 1915 the oil company stocks did not 
rise and fall with the market. The weekly 
curve of the Annalist showing the course 
of the stock market as indicated by the 
average price of fifty stocks—twenty-five 
railroad and twenty-five industrial—shows 
that the market was rising rapidly during 
October, while the oil companies either 
remained stationary or fell off slightly. 
More striking, however, is the fact that 
during November, when the stock market 
was falling, the oil stocks were rising rap- 
idly, and that during December the rise 
of oil stocks was many times more rapid 
than that of the general market It 
should be noted also that the stocks of the 
three typical large independent companies 
have risen much more rapidly than those 
of the Standard group. Other indications 
that the rise of oil stocks may be ascribed 
in part, at least, to increased profits are 
found in the following quotations, the 
first and second being from the Commer- 
cial and Financial Chronicle of New 
York, for January 22, 1916: 

Standard Oil of California—50 per cent. stock 
dividend—A stock dividend of 50 r cent. has 
been declared on the $49,686,655 stock, payable 
April 15 to holders of record March 4, along 
with the regular quarterly 2% r cent. cash 
distribution payable March 
record February 9 (V. 100, 

Imperial Oil Company (Ltd.), Canada—Stock 
dividend.—This company, which on November 
15, 1915, filed with the Secretary of State of 
Canada a certificate of increase of authorized 
capital stock from $15,000,000 ($11,000,000 out- 
standing) to $50,000,000 (par $100), has this 
week distributed a stock dividend of 100 per 
cent., thus increasing the outstanding stock to 
$22,000,000. The Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey is said to own an 8 per cent 
interest.

OIL AND GAS SECURITIES. 

Convincing proof of «he amazing recovery 
within the oil industry in the last half of 1915 
is furnist by the dividend declarations of 
the Standard Oil group for the last quarter, 
which reached the astonishing total of $21,- 
788,636, which is the record for any quarter 
since the dissolution, with the exception of the 
first quarter of 1913, when Standard Oil Com- 
pany of New Jersey made its famous 40 per 
cent. cash distribution. True it is that of this 
sum, $4,890,000, representing the 15 per cent 
dividend of Illinois Pipe Line, 5 per cent. by 
Prairie Pipe Line, and 3 per cent. by Prairie 
Oil and Gas Company, will not be payable until 
January 15, but all of them are payable to 
December shareholders and represent distribu 
tions from 1915 profits 

Including these sums, the totab of regula 
and extra cash dividends since the dissolutior 
in December, 1911, reaches the impressive total 
of $290.666,083, to which must be added stock 
dividends at par totaling $169,100,000. Taking 
into account the present market value of the 
distributed stock, the cash value of all distri- 
butions in the last four years by this group 
is in excess of half a billion dollars 

The market effect of this enormous earning 
capacity is strikingly reflected in the steady 
appreciation in value of the old Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey stock ‘‘all on,’’ which 
has risen from less than 650 at the time of 
dissolution in December, 1911, to a new high 
record of 1770 during the current month. As 
the variation of price in this comprehensive 
security reflects the general trend of the oil 
securities markets, the accompanying ‘‘graph’’ 
will illustrate the course of the industry in 
the past four years, 

That a cause for the increased price of 
gasoline and crude oil other than any 
present shortage of crude must be sought 
is shown by the reports of pipe line com- 
pany storage in the Appalachian, Lima- 
Indiana, Illinois, and mid-continent fields. 
During the months of August, September 
and October, while the price of gasoline 
was rising rapidly the amount of oil in 
pipe line storage was also increasing. In 
other words, it would appear that during 
these months when the rapid decline of 
a remarkably productive pool foreshad- 
owed a shortage of high-grade crude, the 
prospective shortage was promptly dis- 
counted by higher prices, although the 
amount of oil available to the larger 
transporting and refining companies was 
increasing. The cost of storage, includ- 
ing evaporation losses, must not be over- 
looked, but this cost by no means equaled 
the increase in market value of the crude 
during the period The accumulated 
stocks were reduced somewhat during No- 
vember and December, following the 
tendency indicated by the record of pre- 
vious years. Thus the eighteen-month 
period, July, 1912, to January, 1914, was 
marked by an upward trend in the price 
of crude and by withdrawals from stor- 
age, which were more than replaced in 
the succeeding eighteen-month period of 
low prices. 

Notwithstanding the reduction cf pipe 
line stocks during November and Decem- 
ber, at the end of the year the total stocks 
for the United States, both pipe line and 
field storage, are estimated at more than

that the net increase in visible reserves 
of crude oil for the year was at least 45,- 
00,000 barrels; that is to say, More than 
15 per cent. of the total production for 
1915 went into storage.

The extent to which the rapid and 
extraordinary rise in the pricé of gasoline 
can be traced to causes related to supply 
and demand has been indicated above. A

tion has also been directed to the possibil- 
ity of other contributing factors, with the 
result that the evidence at least suggests 
that increasing profits to the larger refin- 
ing corporations have accompanied the 
upward trend of gasoline prices. 
CONTROL OF CRUDE SUPPLIES 

The obvious fact is that the refining and 
transporting companies that are strongest 
in business foresight and financial back- 
ing take advantage of both the falling and 
the rising markets in crude oil to 
strengthen an already strong position by 
purchasing both stocks of crude and pro- 
ducing properties. Under these conditions 
a inarket shortage of crude may develop 
which is not wholly warranted by facts 
of actual production, yet it no less surely 
leads to higher prices in both crude and 
refined products. This furnishes the op- 
portunity for the well-supplied refiners to 
sell at the higher price gasoline which is 
derived from crude oil purchased in a 
lower market. 

The met result of this clearly indicated 
business policy is that the consumer of 
gasoline pays a price, which in the case 
of the companies controling the larger 
stocks of crude oil is not necessarily de- 
termined by the price paid to the producer 
for the oil from which the gasoline is ob- 
tained. The smaller refiners, on the con- 
trary, less favored with transportation 
and storage facilities and ready capital, 
may be se dependent for crude upon the 
current market that their cost of gasoline 
production is directly related to the cur- 


cent price of crude, if, indeed, they do 
not have to pay a premium whenever a 
hortage is threatened.

Active prospecting for oil in the public 
land States is unquestionably retarded by 
reason Of inadequate provision in exist- 
ing laws and 650,000,000 barrels is a com- 
servative estimate of the quantity of oil 
under lands now in public ownership. Un- 
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der the provisions of the withdrawal act 
and of later statutes reserving the oil 
from surface patents, oil production to 
this extent awaits action by Congress. 
15. ANY OTHER INFORMATION WHICH 
MAY BE USEFUL OR BENEFICIAL IN 
THE CONSIDERATION OF THE SUB- 
JECT OF PRODUCTION AND CONSUMP- 

TION OF GASOLINE. 

The situation may be summed up as fol- 
lows :— 

The consumption of gasoline is rapidly 
increasing. 

The production of crude has been gen- 
erally regarded as near its maximum. 

Some immediate relief may be afforded 
by means of the following:— 

(a) The use of heavier distillates ap- 
proaching kerosene in internal combus- 
tion engines. 

(b) An acceptable kerosene carburetor 
would at once go a long way toward re- 
lieving the present shortage of gasoline. 

(c) General use of cracking processes 
whereby gasoline is made from kerosene 
and other less valuable petroleum oils. 
Such cracking processes are being rap- 
idly developed and promise near relief. 
It is practicable to produce gasoline from 
kerosene, gas oil, fuel oil, residuums, and 
heavy crudes by present-day cracking 
processes, and no oil should be used for 
fuel that has not been so treated. 

(ad) Increasing the production of crude 
to furnish the necessary supplies of gaso- 
line, but this is not to be recommended 
if it increases the output of distillates for 
which there is no market. 

Looking to the future, benzol may be 
considered as a substitute for gasoline, 
and oil shale as a substitute source of 
gasoline. f 

Benzol, a hydrocarbon not greatly dif- 
ferent from gasoline, is recovered as a 
by-product in the manufacture of coke. 
At present benzol is not likely to find 
favor with automobile owners in_ the 
United States as a substitute for gasoline, 
although in general use in Europe. The 
objections made to it as a motor fuel are 
that it requires adjustments in the motor, 
and that the quantity of it available will 
be so limited as to preclude widespread 
distribution and ready availability at 
every cross roads corner, which the gaso- 
line user has come to expect. 

The quantity of benzol in by-product 
coke ovens in the United States in 1915 
was approximately 14,000,000 gallons, and 
at the present rate of production, and tak- 
ing ‘mto account new plants under con- 
struction, the output in 1916 will be at 
least 22,000,000 gallons, or about 500,000 
barrels. This quantity will be consumed 
in the manufacture of explosives, dyes, 
and chemicals, such as carbolic acid, a 
type of demand, however, that is expected 
to be much smaller following the termin- 
ation of the European war, which has 
resulted in the present high prices. Un- 
der normal conditions the price has been 
20 cents or less a gallon. : 

The quantity of coal now made into 
coke is 60,000,000 to 70,000,000 tons annually 
and as under present practice the yield of 
benzol is two gallons from the ton of 
coal, the universal use of by-product 
ovens would increase the present produc- 
tion of benzol to over 3,000,000 barrels. The 


coal reserves available for the future pro- 
duction of benzol are enormous, but pro- 
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duction of benzol as a substitute for gaso- 
line can not be expected to draw on these 
reserves faster than the demand for ccke 
and for by-products other than benzol 
justifies the coking or distillation of coal. 

The oil shales in Colorado and Utah con- 
stitute an undeveloped reserve of petro- 
leum, to which attention was directed by 
the Geological Survey in 1901. Field in- 
vestigations of these deposits are being 
carried on by the Survey to ascertain the 
distribution, richness and quantity of 
these shales, and tests made by the Bu- 
reau of Mines to determine the most effi- 
cient methods of their utilization. 

These oil-producing shales in North- 
western Colorado have been examined 
with sufficient detail to warrant the esti- 
mate that there are thirty-nine townships 
(1,400 square miles) underlain by an aver- 
age thickness of 53 feet of shale in beds 
5 feet or more in thickness, which, ac- 
cording to field tests, will on distillation 
yield an average of 25 gallons of crude oil 
per ton of shale. The crude oil thus ob- 
tained will give under ordinary refining 
practice approximately 9% per cent. gaso- 
line, and doubtless much larger amounts 
by modern crackin processes. There is 
in Northeastern Utah an oil-shale area 
approximately equalh to that in Colorado, 
and it is estimated that the shale in this 
State will have equal thickness and qual- 
ity, thus doubling the total possible yield. 
Oil shale beds generally thinner or less 
rich are present also in Southwestern 
Wyoming, and similar shales are known 
in the Eastern States. 

The net result of the examinations al- 
ready made is that these oil-shale areas 
in Colorado and Utah constitute a latent 
petroleum reserve, whose possible yield 
is several times the total remaining supply 
of petroleum as estimated under the an- 
swer to question 7. The gasoline content 
of the petroleum that can be distilled 
from these shales can be conservatively 
stated in billions of barrels. 

The development of this enormous re- 
serve simply awaits the time when the 
price of gasoline or the demamd for other 
distillation products warrants the utiliza- 
tion of this substitute source. This may 
happen in the near future. At all events 
these shales are likely to be drawn upon 
long before the exhaustion of the petro- 
leum fields. Shales of no greater oil con- 
tent have long been mined amd distilled 
in Scotland. 





Petroleum Products Freight Complaint 


Washington, Feb. 11, 1916, 


A compiaint has been filed with the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission by _ the 
Cataract Refining Company, of Buffalo, 
N. Y., involving rates om certain petro- 
leum products from Blackrock, N. Y., to 
San Francisco. The complaint is directed 
against the Wabash, Missouri, Pacific, St. 
Paul and other roads in the west for al- 
leged excessive charges on certain petro- 
leum products known as hair grease and 
yarn grease, used for lubricating pur- 
poses. The rate on which these oils were 
shipped was 9 cents 100, and the charge 
is made that on arrival of the lubricating 
material a rate of $1.75 was exacted. In- 
vestigation of the facts and correction of 
the rates is asked in the complaint.

Next in importance 
among recent price movements to the 
advancing figures for these commodi- 
ties has been an additional rise in the 
quotations for all descriptions of 
opium, attributed to the extensive buy- 
ing of the opiates by foreign consum- 
ers and a consequent drain upon spot 
stocks of this basic narcotic by 
mestic as well as foreign manufac- 
turers of the derivatives. After selling 
numerous lots of quinine salts at 
slightly lower figures than a week ago, 


second hands, holding outside lots of 
these goods have taken firmer views 
of the situation. 

Among other commodities which 
have been marked up of late have been 
sulphur roll, flour and flowers; Amer- 
ican refined camphor, menthol, liquid 


styrax, tartar emetic, balsam copaiba, 
caraway, juniper berry, malefern and 
patchouli oils, as well as numerous 
botanical drugs, of Russian, Italian, 
Turkish, Balkan and Oriental origin, 
whose stocks have been depleted while 
prospects for replenishment continue 
dark, because of the continuing cur- 
tailment of shipping facilities, due to 
the conversion of merchant marine 
into auxiliary cruisers and army 
transports by the warring nations. 
Included in this ever-increasing list 
of botanical products’ of foreign 
growth, whose prices are rising stead- 
ily, in consequence of this abridgement 
of available vessels for transporting 


them to consuming countries, are 
arnica flowers, sorts of gum arabic, 
Aleppo tragacanth, cannabis indica, 
digitalis leaves, Russian and German 
henbane, horehound, jaborandi leaves, 
Alexandria senna leaves, bryonia root, 
gentian root, white hellebore root, Bel- 
gian and German valerian root, star 
anise seed, coriander seed, French 
fennel seed, Manchurian hemp seed, 
almost all varieties of mustard seed

Absorption of spot stocks of this basic 
narcotic by domestic as well as by for- 


eign manufacturers of derivatives and 
by South American users of the gum 
has reduced the immediately available 


supply in the local market so materially 
of late as to inspire a further marking 
up of prices by the New York import- 
ers and other operators. These inter- 
ests have raised their prices to the ex- 
tent of 50 cents additional, making their 
revised quotations $11 for druggists’ 
quality in cases and $15 for both pow- 
cered and granular grades. The ad- 
vanced figures have had no appreciably 
deterring influence upon buying opera- 
tions and a further noteworthy lower- 
ing of stocks is now looked for, without 
much prospect for adequate replenish- 
ment from Turkey or Macedonia. Some 
offerings of Persian gum continue to be 
made here, and this article is meeting 
with greater popularity among the do- 
mestic derivative makers, as it is gen- 
erally much higher in morphia content 
than that which reached here in recent 
yvears. 
MORPHINE, 

Domestic manufacturers continue to 
hold their output of this derivative 
firmly, but have not yet taken steps to- 
ward raising their prices to an extent 
commensurate with the latest advances 
in the cost of gum. Home consumers 
buying fairly freely and foreign 
consumers are still making extensive 
purchases. Prevailing quotations of the 
manufacturers are $5.50 per ounce for 
ihe muriate and sulphate forms, in five- 
ounce cans, and $6.95 for the acetate 
and alkaloid descriptions in lots of 
twenty-five ounces, in one delivery, in 
both instances. 


CODEINE, 


Foreign interests continue large buy- 
ers of the derivative, and although do- 
mestic takings are still rather light, 
American manufacturers are unabatedly 
firm in their views, holding their output 
on a bulk basis of $6.35 per ounce for 
the phosphate description, $7.50 for the 
nitrate and muriate forms and $8.50 for 
the alkaloid variety, in one-ounce vials, 
in lots of ten ounces, in one delivery. 
As yet these manufacturers have taken 
no steps toward raising their prices to 
levels warranted by the latest uplift of 
the basic parcotic.

Need of Greater Funds for Bureau of 
Mines Petroleum Research Work. 


Washington, Feb. 11, 1916. 


in connection with the report made by 
Secretary Lane, of the Interior Depart- 
ment, in response to the request of the 
United States Senate in a recent resolu- 
tion calling for information regarding the 
gasoline trade production, consumption 
and prices, the attention of government 
officials has been directed to the want of 
facilities in the Interior Department for 
collecting desired information regarding 
the oil industry Attention is further 
called to the fact that the Interior De- 
partment, through the Bureau of Mines 
made a recommendation for the increase 
of the appropriation of $35,000 for petro- 
leum and natural gas investigations to 
$70,000. This increased appropriation was 
submitted to Congress in the regular 
chedule of estimates prepared for the 
direction of Congress by the Treasury De- 
partment. The necessity for this increase 
of appropriation for these investigations, 
it is believed, has been amply demonstrat- 
ed by the character of the report which 
the Interior Department was able to make 
with respect to the gasoline industry 
In the annual report of the director of 
the Bureau of Mines to the Secretary of 
he Interior for the fiscal year ended June 
1915, it will be recalled, considerable 
space was given to set forth the need of 
investigations of petroleum and natural 
gas, and it was asserted in that state- 
ment that millions of cubic feet of natural 
gas and millions of gallons of oil have 
been wasted in a day under reckless ex- 
ploitation of gas and oil fields. Mention 
was also made of investigations into the 
so-called oil shales in Utah and Colorado 
and in connection with the statistical 
branch, which the recent report demon 
strated to be comparatively weak, thé 
chief of the Bureau of Mines among other 
things said

Stamp Tax on Perfumery, Cosmetics, 
Etc., Likely to be Abolished. 


Washington, Feb, 11, 1916. 

Various reports circulated here regard- 
ing the probable action of, the Ways and 
Means Committee of the House relative 
to the proposed anti-dumping law, and 
also as having bearing upon the emerg- 
ency revenue act which was extended 
through the present year, subject to sub 
sequent legislation, appear according to 
members of the committee to be not well 
founded. 

It has been intimated that the anti- 
dumping law is to be presented in con- 
nection with the first bill to be reported 
out of the committee the object of which 
Will be to repeal the free sugar provisions 
of the Underwood tariff law and allow 
the existing sugar tariff to stand. It i 
Stated upon what should be reliable au- 
thority that the sugar bill is pretty cer- 
tain to stand alone, and the anti-dumping 
law will go over to the revenue bili to 
be considered later. 

There is every reason for believing, ac- 
cording to inside information, that the 
proposed revenue bill will abolish all the 
stamp taxes contained in the emergency 
revenue measure which was passed at the 
beginning of the European war and has 
been temporarily continued. This is prac- 
tically certain, at least, with respect to 
schedule of that law in its applica- 
tion to perfumery, cosmetics, etc. 

The committee has not yet given suffi- 
‘ient consideration to revenue matters 
ind will not until after the Army and 
Navy committees of the House have out- 
lined their program of expenditures, to 
determine what list of subjects will be in- 
cluded in the proposed internal revenue 
law The suggestions continue to be 
strongly made, however, by committee- 
men that gasoline and other oil products 
will not be contained in such revenue lav

The past week has not 
many changes in the prices of chem- 
icals. The tone, however, has remained 
very firm and no instances are recorded 
of a decline in prices. The soda items 
have been fully sustained at lately 
named advances. Caustic soda has shown 
a tendency to harden and the avail- 
able material offered on spot has been 
smaller. No relief is noted in the con- 
ditions surrounding soda ash and the 
only spot stocks available are in the 
hands of jobbers. Bleaching powder is 
holding old figures, with inquiry a lit- 
tle more active. Sulphide of soda has 
advanced 4@t*ec. per pound, making 
the quotation for 60 per cent. fused in 
iron drums per pound. Oxalic 
acid is firmer on with little 
obtainable. Domestic production of ox-

alice acid is restricted by the scarcity 
and high cost of crude materials. The 
other acids remain in a heavily sold 


up condition, with scarcely any material 
offered on spot. Arsenic is steadier un- 
der the improving extent of consuming 
demand. Arsenate of lead has ad- 
vanced one-half cent per pound in sym- 
pathy with the higher cost of raw prod- 
utes. Copper sulphate is holding and the 
feeling little steadier on account 
of the strength in copper metal. Chlo- 
ride of barium is scarce on spot, with 
a few sellers at $115 per ton. All grades 
of caustic potash and carbonate of pot- 
ash are steady at the lately established 
advances, and very little is offered on 
spot by dealers. Contracts for chlorate 
of potash have been booked at 60c. per 
pound. Below is a detailed market re- 
port of the principal items of chemical 
interest, also a summary of the Liver- 
pool and Dutch chemical markets. 
HEAVY CHEMICALS. 

BICARBONATE OF SODA. 
market retains a favorable position, 
steady sales being reported at full 
quotations. Demand is well distributed 
and there is no accumulation of sup- 
plies. Dealers quote car lots at 1.50c. 
for bulk and 1.60c, for kegs, f. o. b. 
works. A premium of 1-5c. is exacted 
all deliveries in this territory, 
the usual discount terms. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Sales of 
car lots at 13c. per pound have been re- 
ported on spot, and the undertone of 
the market appears firmer with very 
little material offered for sale for near- 
by shipment. Heavy contract shipments 
are preventing much stock from get- 
ting into second hands. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—While second hands 
were able to do 5%c. per pound on spot 
for 76 per cent., the tone of the market 
was firmer at the close, and it is doubt- 
ful if much business could be placed 
under the 6c. level. Contract deliveries 
are reported heavy and the country’s 
production seems to be passing readily 
into consuming hands. 

SAL SODA.—Former prices are firm- 
ly sustained under a steady movement 
on consuming account, but otherwise 
the situation is without feature. Sell- 
ers quote 1@1.10c. per pound in barrels 
for immediate deliveries. o 

SODA ASH.—Second hands are still 
able to do 4c. per pound flat for 58 per 
cent. on spot, but aggregate offerings 
are relatively scarce and the market re- 
tains a strong position. Large makers 
are unable to accept new business for 
anything like nearby shipment. 


ACIDS. 


ACETIC.—There are numerous in- 
quiries for nearby shipment, but mak- 
ers are turning down orders owing to 
the sold up condition of their plants. At 
the close, contracts were quoted nomi- 
nally at 7@9c. for 28 per cent., the in- 
side figure being named for car lots. The 
56 per cent. test is held at 16@20c. per 
pound, and 80 per cent. 25c. per pound, 
nominal. The glacial 99% per cent. 
variety is held nominally at 35c. a 
pound in barrels. 


MURIATIC.—The active extent of de- 
mand for contract shipments keeps the 
market in very limited supply and deal- 
ers are not eager to book new business. 
The market is quoted nominally on the 
basis of 2% @3c. for 18 degrees in car- 
boys, the inside figure being for round 
lots. Other varieties are higher, ac- 
cording to strength. 


NITRIC.—The interval has occasioned 
no change in conditions governing this

market. Production is heavily bought 
ahead and scarcely any material is 
available on spot. The market is quoted 
nominally on the basis of 64@6%c. for 
36 degrees, while other degrees are be- 


ing quoted proportionately higher, ac- 
cording to strength, 
OXALIC.—Spot sales of this acid 


have been reported in a small way at 
62c. per pound on spot. Domestic pro- 
duction is restricted by the high price 
of raw material and consumers have no 


other source of replenishment at the 
present time. 

SULPHURIC.—Demand is reported 
active for this material and offerings 


continue very light, owing to the sold 
up condition of the output. The 60-de- 
gree grade is quoted at $25 per ton for 


prompt and $22 per ton for future 
shipment in buyers’ tank cars, f. o. b. 
Southern works. 


In the search for a substitute for sul- 
phuric acid several of the mills in. York- 
shire, England, have carried out a num- 
ber of experiments in the use of niter 


cake. The purpose is to employ it in 
various operations in which sulphuric 
acid is ordinarily used. From the re- 


sults of these experiments, which have 
all been on a working scale, it is evi- 
dent that niter cake can be used in 
place of ordinary sulphuric acid for the 
extraction of grease from either wool 
suds or piece scouring suds, for the re- 
fining of grease, for the stripping of 
rags, except perhaps where light dyes 
are subsequently to be used, and for 
dyeing rags in the shoddy trade, more 
especially where dark colors are being 
used. It is stated that certain difficul- 
ties in the use of the cake are presented, 
but that these can be surmounted. They 
are, chiefly, difficulty in handling be- 
cause in larger quantities, as the cake 
contains only 30 per cent, of its weight 
of pure sulphuric acid; draining of the 
acid liquid in storage and handling, and 
difficulty in transportation. It states 
that the best method of using the cake 
is to dissolve it in hot water by the aid 
of steam, and to use this solution while 
still hot. This suggested use of niter 
cake is of special interest to American 
manufacturers on account of the fact 
that the quantity of niter cake in this 
country has doubled or trebled in the 
past year through the increased output 
of nitric acid. 

TARTARIC.—Makers are unable to 
take on new business at the present 
time, although they name 54@55c. per 
pound to old customers. Second hands 
report sales at prices ranging from 63 
to 65c. per pound on spot. 


MISCELLANEOUS CHEMICALS. 


ACETATE OF LIME.—The contract 
price of this material is unchanged, but 
the sold up condition of output is pre- 
venting much in the way of additional 
offerings for nearby delivery. The con- 
tract price is 7@7.05c. per pound. 

ALUM.—There are sellers of potash 
alum in a small way at 10%c. per pound 
on spot. The ammonia grades are find- 
ing a steady outlet, and former prices 
may be repeated. Sellers quote the 
ammonia varieties at 4%c. for lump, 5c. 
for ground. Sulphate of alumina is held 
at 4@4%c. for high grade and 3@4c. for 


low grade. 
ARSENIC.—Improvement in consum-

cent, in the output of fertilizers this 
season. The scarcity of potash is one 
factor which is unfavorable for an 


increased consumption of mixed goods. 
The materials market has not been 
subjected to many changes during the 
interval. Muriate of potash sells in a 
small way to chemical manufacturers, 
but fertilizer interests are practically 
out of the market. Some sulphate of 
potash is offered at present, but this 
material also is very quiet. Nitrate of 
soda holds a firm position, with ocean 
freights from the West Coast at high 
levels. Shipments of nitrate from 
Chile to this country in 1915 were the 
largest on record, but they were rap- 
idly absorbed, and no accumulation re- 
sulted. Acid phosphate is not selling 
freely, but stocks are small, and this 
maintains prices at steady figures. 
For reports of the Baltimore, Chicago 
and Atlanta fertilizer markets refer to 
index on page 23. Detailed reports on 
the separate articles of the local mar-

NITROGENOUS FERTILIZERS, 


CYANAMID.—Fairly large shipments 
of cyanamid are reported, and holders 
of contracts are now calling more 
actively for deliveries. All sections of 
the country are waking up, and de- 
mand has taken a decided brace in 
recent weeks. The output of cyanamid 
is pretty well sold up for prompt ship- 
ment, but futures are offered at $2.60 
per unit at New York. 

DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
Trading in dried blood and tankage is 
reported to be irregular, with periods 
of activity followed by slowness. Some 
large sized lots have changed hands 
recently, and the total volume of sales 
will probably compare favorably with 
normal. There is no consistent buy- 
ing, however, and many consumers 
have not yet started to cover require- 
ments for the season. Chicago quotes 
high grade tankage at $2.90 and 10, 
with dried blood at $3 per unit. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—While 
there have been no important changes 
in quotations for sulphate of ammonia 
this week the market is reported to be 
strong. The foreign situation is of in- 
terest, because of the recent apprecia- 
tion in values. There is some uncer- 
tainty about the amount of sulphate 
which will be available for export this 
year from the United Kingdom. It is 
stated that a fixed percentage of the 
output is to be reserved for British 
consumption, and this is expected to 
account for a considerable quantity. 
At present foreign sulphate is offered 
in domestic market at $4.10 per 100 
pounds, with limited amounts of do- 
mestic sulphate to be had at $3.85 per 
100 pounds. It is worthy of note that 
imports of British sulphate into this 
country were more than 60 per cent. 
smaller than in 1914. 

NITRATE OF SODA, — Charters 
were reported this week for bringing 
nitrate to this country, but terms were 
private. Freights are high, however, 
and this is one of the reasons for the 
present strength in this material at 
domestic points. Production of nitrate 
in Chili for the month of December is 
given as 5,526,910 quintals, which com- 
pares with 2,428,759 quintals for the 
corresponding period of 1914. Prices 
for nitrate are steady with spot ma- 
terial at $3.60 per 100 pounds, but fu- 
tures are offered at $3.55 for 100 
pounds.

PHOSPHATES. 

ACID PHOSPHATE.—Demand for 

acid phosphate is rather quiet. Some 


reports say the market is very slow. 
This does not mean, however, that there 
is any selling pressure and consequent 
weakness in prices, for such is not the 
case. Stocks in producers’ hands are 
small and this has been the main mar- 
ket factor for some time. Current 
quotations are $14 for 16 per cent. 
PHOSPHATE ROCK.--—Export ship- 
ments of Florida hard rock for the year 
recently closed were less than one-tenth 
those for 1913 and not much more than 
one-seventh those of 1914. This givesa 
good idea of the slowness which has 
marked the phosphate rock. industry. 
Domestic consumption of all grades of 
rock is quiet and prices are held at the

Last 
week there were three offers of 10%c 
per pound, but at present no quotation 
under llc. per pound is heard, and mod- 
erate amounts are said to have changed 
hands on a basis of 11%4c. per pound. 

ALBUMEN.—Stocks of egg albumen 
do not improve in value, and the spot 
market is little better than nominal. 
Duck albumen is also hard to find, but 
im each case there are offers of later 
shipment from China, and some offers 
are said to have been made f. o. b., the 
Pacific coast. Prices heard have 
ranged from 65c. to $1 per pound, ac- 
cording to grade. 

ANILINE OIL..—Some consumers are 
receiving aniline oil on contracts placed 
last year, and are paying but 15c. per 
pound, and in some cases this price will 
be lowered before the term of the con- 
tract expires. Present contract prices 
for aniline oil are somewhat restricted, 
and it appears as if the increased out- 
put of domestic manufacturers has been 
pretty well sold up. Spot offerings also 
are rather light and quotations are hold- 
ing at 90c. per pound as a minimum fig- 
ure, and range up to $1 per pound. 

BICHROMATES.—The spot -market 
for bichromate of soda has reached a 
stage where it is difficult to quote any 
fixed price. Some of the leading manu- 
facturers have been in the market this 
week in order to pick up sufficient ma- 
terial to make deliveries on. contracts. 
In some cases sellers appear to be over- 
sold and none of the producers are 
carrying large stocks. Second hands 
are offering limited amounts and have 
scld at 37%c. per pound. Toward the 
close of the week 4lic. was quoted by 
some dealers, but there is not much ma- 
terial offered at that price, and sales 
have been made at 42c, One seller is 
quoting 50c. per pound, and does not 
eare for any business under that level. 
Bichromate of potash is very firm, with 
inquiry for export still reported. Prices 
are holding at 61c. to 62c. per pound. 

CUTCH.—Sales of the lower grades 
of cutch are said to have gone through 
this week at 13c. per pound with tan- 
ners as the buyers. The higher grades 
of cutch show a range in price accord- 
ing to seller, with 17c. to 25c. per 
pound quoted. Demand for this ma- 
terial is farily good, but for dyeing 
and tanning purposes. 

DEXTRINE.—New features were 
lacking during the week in the market 
for dextrine. The consuming move- 
ment is of normal proportions and 
prices are well maintained. Produc- 
tion is also on a fairly normal basis 
and offerings are sufficient to cover re- 
quirements, The schedule of prices is 
as follows:—Dextrine, $3.05 in bags, 
$3.11 in barrels; special dark canary 
dextrine, $3.10 in bags, $7.21 in barrels; 
British gum, $3.25 in bags, $3.36 in bar- 
rels; Amidex, $3.25 in bags. . These

bullish factors in the market. Prices 
are quoted at lic. to 17c. per pound, A 
report from the London market says 
gambier is firm to arrive at 46s.

54s. 6d. per ewt. c. i. f. terms being 
now required for No, 2 for February- 


March dispatch. ’ 
INDIGO.—Natural indigo is rather 
quiet and trading is almost entirely 

confined to future positions. Sellers 


say that after the present prices they 
do not care to carry heavy stocks and 
therefore prefer to accept orders for 
shipment rather than to cater to the 
spot trade. Prices for this material 
depend upon quality with $1.75 to $5 
per pound quoted. Synthetic indigo is 
in fair demand and as recent supplies 


have been coming from China, the 
market there is of the greatest im- 
portance in establishing prices in do- 
mestic markets. It is stated that con- 


sumers in China have met the price of 
exporters and that this tends to cut 





down the amount which is available 
for this country. Prices for synthetic 
indigo are $1.35 and $1.40 per pound. 
The statistical position of indigo in the 
London market is shown by the fol-

LOG WOOD.—Further’ charters for 


bringing logwood to this country have 
been reported during the week, and it 
is evident that prospects are favorable 
for an increase in offerings later on. 
Logwood chips have been in good de- 
mand and offers for shipment are re- 
ported to be on a lower basis. In some 
cases 10c. per pound is said to have 
been the selling price, although quota- 
tions up to 13c. per pound have been 
heard. Demand for logwood is restrict- 
ed to a few companies, but logwood ex- 
tract is sought for by many consumers 
in the textile and leather trades. Prices 
for extract were a little easier this 
week, with 75@90c. per pound as the 
prevailing quotation. 
PRUSSIATES.—Spot supplies of yel- 
low prussiate of potash are practically 
exhausted, and only limited amounts 
were to be picked up in the local mar- 
ket during the interval. Some resale 
lots are said to be offering, and in one 


case a price of $1.05 per pound was 
heard. This, however, does not repre- 
sent the market, as dealers who are 
able to make delivery are quoting 


around $1.70 per pound. Red prussiate 
of potash is not offered, and there is no 
quotation. Prussiate of soda is little 
better than nominal. Some of the lead- 


ing factors have withdrawn from the 
market because they had no material 
to sell, and in general the market is 


described as entirely sold. No definite 
price can be given under the circum- 
stances, and the greatest difficulty will 
be found in locating a seller who can 
actually deliver the goods. 

STARCH.—No quotable change has 
been made in market prices for starch 
during the week. Demand is holding 
up to normal froportions, and with- 
drawals against contracts are satisfac- 
tory. Stocks are being kept at fairly 
low levels, and in the absence of selling 
pressure quotations are well main- 
tained. Prices are held at:—Pear! 
starch, $2.25 in bags, $2.36 in barrels: 
Buffalo pear! starch, $2.28 in bags, $2.38 
in barrels; powdered starch, $2.30 in 
bags, $2.41 in barrels; corn starch, $2.43 
in bags, $2.44 in barrels; special warp 
sizing starch, $2.35 in bags; confection- 
ers’ T. B. starch, $2.85 in bags, $3.06 in 
barrels; finishing starch, $2.45 in bags; 
crystals T. B. starch, No. 90 fluidity 
$2.95 in bags, $3.16 in barrels. All 
above prices are per 100 pounds in car 
lots f. o. b. New York. Smaller lots 
are higher accordingly. 

ZINC DUST.—Dealers who are in a 
position to accept business for spot and 
prompt delivery are holding 35c. per 
pound as the inside price for zinc dust. 
Producers are delivering on contracts 
which were placed at lower figures, and 
some sellers say they have not done 
any business above 30c. per pound. As 
these sellers, however, are sold ahead, 
the spot market is controlled by sec- 
ond hands, and with them the price is 
35@38c. per pound, ;
